MONTREAL (OP) — Ger¬ 
man reporters acruBed Olym¬ 
pic security officials of police 
state tartics and blackmail 
Friday after the secwtd In- 
cidcmt this week involving 
scuffles between members of 
the German press and police 
at Olympic sites. 

At the daily Olympic jiress 
briefing. German reporters 
said police had manhandled 
Wolfgang Uhrig. 36. a Ger^ 
man magazine reporter- He 
was detained by police Thurs¬ 
day after he tried to force his 
way past police Into a res¬ 
tricted area near Queen Eli/a- 
beth during eques^an events 
at Bromont. Que.. about 50 
miles south of hei'e. 

RCMP sptAesman Sergeant 
Gilies Poisson said Uhrig. 
a reporter for the magazine 
Bunte niustrated, was taken 
away by police after he was 
told twice not to enter the res¬ 
tricted area. 

"He was questioned 10 


times, he was stripped to his 
shorts and was aaked things 
like, how is your marriage’,’’ 
said Claus Prente. a col¬ 
league of Uhrig at the Bunte 
Illustrated. 

Louis ChantliJSy. chief of 


press for Montreal’s Olympic 
organizing committee, said 
Uhrigs press accreditation 
had been withdrawn and "it's 
not yet certain it will he given 
back to him.’’ 

He sakt later that the or¬ 


ganizing committee will con¬ 
tinue tr> take action against 
reporters who refuse to follow- 
regulations ' con<;emiiv access 
to events wheds security is 
tight.

J. P. Desmarais, a reporter 
with the k’Vench-language Lq 
Soleil of Vancouver, said Ger¬ 
man reporters were trying to 
create news by provoking in¬ 
cidents with police. 

"I think we of the press 
would be better off to co-oper¬ 
ate with the police to prevent 
in advance the incidents of 
Munich,’’ he said.

Riches to rags 
price of spree 


WARWICK, England (UPI) — Don and Joan 
Wilke* won $800,000 five years ago on a soccer 
bet. Now they are $25,200 in debt. 

They told of their financial rise and fall Friday 
In bankruptcy court. 

The couple won rtv> money in 19T1 by correctly 
foiecastin* the results of eight soccer games. Bn- 
mediafdy, they splurged $80,000 on luxury hotel 
suites, parties, and <oreign vacations with their two 
children. 

"We have never been ones for riotous living, 
but at that particular time our heads were in the 
douds,” Wilkes, 45, told the assistant official 
receiver, Alan Stretton. 

Much of the money was invested in a wrecking 
company they formed — it failed — and in other 
investments. But they also spent $300,000 on a 
200-acre farm and mansion, .$84,000 installing a 
swimming pool, and laid out $36,000 on cattle and 
$12,000 on horses. 

"I do not know what went wrong,” said Wilkes. 
“Perhaps it was because I had not got my finger on 
it.” 


Vision ' Ltd.'s application in

Tlie CRTC did say that Vic- 
tmna Chblevision’s channel 
changes must be in keeping 
with a new policy, also an¬ 
nounced Friday, that Canadi¬ 
an stations must get priority 
over U.S. stations when it 
comes to the loweat-numbered 
(-haimeJs on cable, which are 
the best technically. 

That prtiry applies for all 
southwestern B.C. ‘ and the 
CRTC said its reasons were to 
protect existing and new Ca¬ 
nadian TV stations from U.S. 
competition and to better ac¬ 
commodate all the new TV 
sendees on both side* of the 
border.

OTTAWA (CP) — Govern¬ 
ment regulations that forbid 
the use of the French lan¬ 
guage tor air traffic control 
anywhere in Canada exicept in 
certain Quebec airports were 
released Friday night. 

The regulations, to appear 
in a special edition of the Can¬ 
ada Gazette Monday, say that 
except In certain instances. 
English must be used to 
transmit or respond to “advi¬ 
sory services or air traffic 
control clearances, instruc¬ 
tions or procedures.” 

It is the first time the man- 
datcxy use of English in 
almost all airports in Canada 
has been spelled out in regu¬ 
lations. Violation of the regu¬ 
lations could lead to cancella¬ 
tion of pilots’ or air con¬ 
trollers’ licences. 

The regulations allow the 
use of French in Quebec air 
space in case of emergency. 

The regulations come as 
three judges are about to 


start investigation on whether 
French can safely be used in 
the more than six airports 
where M now is permitted for 
visual fii^t control. 

And they come after use of 
FYench in air control has be¬ 
come the subject of a major 
debate in Canada and resulted 
in an airline stc^>page last 
month. 

The regulations say that 
French may be used in Que¬ 
bec for advisory services — 
weather reports and the like 
— for aircraft using visual 
flight rules. 

The pilot need only speak 
French to signi^ that he 
wants a response ip French. 

It also can be used at Que¬ 
bec City. St Jeen, Sept-Des. 
Baie-Comeau, St. Ifonofv and 
Val d’O for aircraft following 
visual flight rules. Again the 
'pilot need only speak French 
over his radio to get a French 
response.

WASHINGTON (UPI) In 
a ruling hailed as a “giant 
step forward" to safeguard 
vital ocean life, the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
said Friday it ordered New 
York City to stop dumping 
sewage sludge in the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

The order gave New York 
and 13 other dumping Ucence 
applicants representing more 
than 100 communities and 
commerciaS wa^ haulers in 
New York and New Jersey 
until Dec. 31, 1961. to find ac¬ 


ceptable waste disposal meth¬ 
ods ashore. 

An EPA spokesman said the 
14 applicants had been pour¬ 
ing an estimated 5.8 ntiUion 
tons of wet sewage sludge a 
year from seagoing barges 
into New York Bight. 

He said the bi^t has been a 
sewage disposal site for 44 
years and is tl^e natiem’s larg¬ 
est. getting about 70 per cent 
of all U.S. sewage dumped in 
the ocean. More than half its 
sewage ^ 3.3 millions tons a 


year — comes from New 
York City.

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Simply not so 


1 HE OTHER DAY former nationil NDP leader 
David Lewis, who is now a visiting professor in 
political science at Simon Fraser University, told a 
Vancouver audience he finds in British Columbia an 
"immense, bigoted intolerance” of the attempt by 
French-Canadians to maintain their language and 
culture. 

His use of the word bigot is interesting. The 
simplest dictionary definition of bigot is one who is 
intolerant of creeds, beliefs, opinions, etc., other than 
his own. It would be only fair to ask Mr. Lewis if be 
believes that such “immense” bigotry on this par¬ 
ticular issue is exclusive to British Columbia. 

His words certainly imply that he does, and that he 


would have us accept In our guilt the belief that people 
in other Anglophone provinces are far more tolerant 
and understanding of the ambitions of French Canada. 
And this,' Mr. Lewis should know, is simply not so. 

If, as a political scientist, he is searching for 
bigotry it migbt be suggested that he visit Quebec 
where he will find considerable intolerance of creeds, 
beliefs, opinionar’etc., held by Ehiglish-speaking Cana¬ 
dians in the rest of Canada. In fact, he can find all he 
needs right in bis own home town of Ottawa-Hull. 

Even though he Is a temporary resident of this 
province, he may also learn that we British Colum¬ 
bians arc growing pretty intolerant of visitors from 
our national capital coming here and calling us names. 


Cameras at the ready 


T he all-out search for Nessle is a fizzle so far. 

They’ve taken the photographic equipment 
from the depths of the Scottish monster's loch and now 
are concentrating on sonar to flush her out of hiding. 
Her? Well, that’s what they say although Nessle hasn’t 
confirmed it in any way and until It's been determined 
let it be she for the shyness of the creature. 

Nessie’s reluctance to pose lor pictures may be 
overcome when she is subjected to man-made sounds. 
Perhaps she will talk back and reveal her retreat, at 
which point the cameras can be lowered again. Then 
the ultimate objective of the search will be achieved — 
a portrait of Nessle for all the world to see. 

And that raises the question: What next? What In¬ 
deed, for the land of heather, whose Lady of tbe'Loch 
has attracted more attention than any of Scotland's 
vast store of natural beauty? 

She has long been the talk of people everywhere 
which has been at the highest pitch ever since early 
last winter when science became seriously interested 
in her frolicking. 

That was when a Boston photographer. Robert 
Rines, took pictures of ''something” in Loch Ness 
which he believed was she and was able to convince a 
computer expert in the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration's Jet Propulsion Labratory in 
California that he wasn't fooling. Computer enhance¬ 
ment of the photos by Alan Gillespie in Pasadena 
failed to reveal “if it's a genuine animal or not” but 
' there seems to be something there.” Computer 
enhancement makes visible the details that register on 
film but are too subtle to be perceived by the unaided 
human eye. And Gillespie's work showed, in the words 


of Loa Angeles Times science writer George Alex¬ 
ander, “. . . what could be construed as a large light- 
colored body againat a black background with two 
triangular fins, or flippers, sticking straight down 
from the torso and a long curving neck emerging from 
the top of the torso. At the end of the neck is a grotes¬ 
que object — a head? — with features that could be im¬ 
agined as open jaws, an eye and bony growths.” 

Difficulty in interpreting the compiner-processed 
photos was due to the fact that in one, the object of the 
photographer's affections was about it feet from his 
underwater strobe-light cameras which failed to 
penetrate the dimness of the surroundings. And in 
another it was too close for perqMctive. 

It was, Alexander wrote, "... a version of the 
story of the blind men trying to describe an elephant by 
feeling the different parts.” 

It was enough, though, to capture the imagination 
of the U.S. Academy of Applied Science which, 
together with the New York Times, is sponsoring the 
current search with much sophisticated equipment 
and men of letters. 

Could Nessie be an honest-to-goodness member of 
the aiiimal world of prehistoric days — a member of 
the plesiosaurus family of water-dwelling dinosaurs 
thou^t to have been extinct for 70 million years? 
That’s the nagging question oTsucb scientific notables 
as Dr. Harold E. Edgerton, professor emeritus of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Or could she be a relation of Victoria's very own 
sea monster Caddy, the critter of an imaginative new¬ 
spaperman's mind which, by the way, is overdue in 
making an unphotographed appearance out Cadboro 
Bay way? 


Racing against time 

Tito's attempts at Balkan unity 


Agmg Marshal Jotip Bros 
Tito is multiplying his efforts 
to leave behind a legacy of 
Balkan unity or at least co¬ 
operation. 

It is an elusive concept and 
so far periodic conferenoee of 
Balkan powers have hardly 
been worth more than the 
paper on which the largely In¬ 
nocuous communiques have 
been written. 

Yet Tito fesU strongly that 
the goal Is srorth a sustained ef¬ 
fort His strategy Is twofold. 
First, to keep super-power 
rivalry away from the Balkan 
Peninsula, and secondly to 
secure for Yugoslavia Uw nrie 
of an umpire on the Balkan 
scene, thus giving another 
boost to the r«antlass process 
of natlon-forgiiv in his own 
country. 

* ♦ ★ 

At this stage, Yugoslav of¬ 
ficials admit that there is no 
immediate hope for valid, mul- 
lilateral Balkan cooperation 
On the other hand, they feel 
that bilateral pects and deals 
can solve a number of 
problems, evsotually paving a 
way to a more lasting srrange- 
ment. 

To Western analysts such ef¬ 
forts, although praiseworthy.

are basically non-starters, 
mainly due to the presence of 
various socio-economic 
systems and alliances on the 
bikan scene. For example, 
Yugoslavia professes to have

Whereas as rpcantly 
as two generations ago war 
was more normal than peace in 
the peninsula, today die Bahaa

countries prefer to air their dif- 
ferencss verbally rather than 
through the force of arms. 

In the words of Yugoslav 
political analyst Dr. Ranko 
Petkovic, "by a quirk of 
historic circumstances, the 
Balkan countries have found 
tbemseivse In a safer position 
in a world which is cartalnly 
less safe than before.” 

In his analysis. Petkovic 
described the so-called 
socialist Balkan states as hav¬ 
ing his services to solve the 
political stability Inconceivable 
in the Balkans some decades 
ago.” 

He and most Yugoslav 
political KianUsts are painful¬ 
ly aware of the fact that this 
stability is precarious indeed. 
At the age of 44, Tito cannot 
look forward to prolonged 
leadership. His death may open 
a Pandora’s Box of surprises, 
including Intensified nations! 
feuds and a possible threat of 
Soviet Intervention 

In Albania, old guard Com¬ 
munist leader Enver Hoxha is 
seriously III and there are 
rumblings of unrest and 
feuding among party 
leadership In that little moun¬ 
tain country on the Adriatic. 

Bulgaria Is eyeing the 
Yugoslav province of 
Macedonia, ready to press its 
dahn to that area at the first 
suitable opportimlty — assum¬ 
ing Moscow gtvae Its backing. 

The spectre of the return of 
Soviet Influence to the Balkans 
looms bigger and bigger, recal¬ 
ling the early poat-Sscond 
World War years when the late 
Joseph Stalin founded the 
"Balkan Federation” to secure 
Soviet Influence in this strategic 
area. 

Thus Tito seems to be racing 
agaisnt time, stubbornly 
preaching the concept of a non- 
aligned. independent Balkan 
Peninsula that would keep both 
super-powers at arm's length. 
And, true to form, the old 
Marshal sees Yugoslavia, with 
its free-wheeling foreign 



policy, as an ideal example to 
other Balkan nationa. 

With his efforts to set up mul¬ 
tilateral Balkan co-operation 
stymied for the time being, 
Tito Is seeking to build Balkan 
independence through the 
broader concept of European 
security. Yugoslav diplomats 
have been pushing this Idea 
vigorously s^e stiU exploring 
all avenues of Mlateral co¬ 
operation. 

There are tome hopeful 
results: Yugoslavia and 
Romania have joined forces In 
a hydroelectric project and 
often support each other's 
views at international con¬ 
ference. Turkey and Romania 
have signed several mutual co 
operation agreements. In re¬ 
cent timet Tito has travelled to 
Greece and Turkey, preaching 
Balkan co-operation and offer¬ 
ing his services to solve the 
Cyprus dispute. 

While it is hard to assets the 
Impact of such visits, they cer¬ 
tainly help create some good 
srill for the old partisan and are 
likely to pave the way to further 
conversations. 

But whether the proverbially 
feuding Balkans ever manage 
to get together on any problem 
of consequence remalru highly 
doubtful.

About Uganda 


The president of Uganda, as 
everybody knows, is a half- 
craz^ murderer. If be were 
fairskinned and Uue-eyed no 
one would ever have hesitated 
to uy so. But Field Marshal Idl 
Amin is an African leader, so 
he never gets judged simply for 
what be is. 

He has been a horrible em¬ 
barrassment to most other 
African leaders ever since he 
seised power In 1971. They 
know bMter than anyone else 
his savage treatment of the 
Ugandan people, and his 
tendency to get involved in 
misconceived foreign adven¬ 
tures of which he only half un¬ 
derstands the possible conse¬ 
quences. 

Yet they gave him his turn 
as chairman of the Organisa¬ 
tion of African Unity (OAU) 
last year, because they could 
not admit to themselves and 
the world that an independent 
African leader might be as evil 
iw the mrst of the European 
colonial oppressors so recently 
departed. Now they even take 
his side In the bitter dispute 
about the Israeli rescue of the 
hostages at Entebbe airport on 
July 4th 

It Is absolutely clear to them, 
as to the rest of the world, that 
Amin had conspired in the 
Palestinian hijacking from the 
beginning, and got exactly 
what he deserved for being so 
criminally foolish. In the brutal 
aftermath to the raid, his un¬ 
iformed terrorists killed four 
civilian radar operators at the 
airport, and dragged a 74-year 
old Israeli woman hostage 
from her hospital bed, 
smothered her, and burned her 
body In Hind revenge for their 
humillatlan. 

it * * 

Yet the OAU has resolutely 
ignored all this, and con¬ 
centrated on condemning the 
Israeli "aggression" What 
frightens African leaders is the 
impunity and ease with which a 
technologically advanced 
power can strike into Africa, 
and what angers them Is the 
ugly implication that white 
lives are more sacred then 
black Therefore the Israeli ac¬ 
tion must be condemned, and 
Amin defended. 

Western attitudes to Amin 
reveal exactly the racial Uu 
so resented Iv Africans. UnUI 
this month, most of the 
Western press has conaiatantly 
preferred to show Amin as 
simply a blundering buffoon, 
and proof of African In¬ 
competence at self-rule. 

Amin is partly a clown, but 
he is also a nightmare. His 
secret police (tactfully known 
as the State Research Unit) 
has murdered an estimated 
SO,000 Ugandans, Including the 
former chief justice, the 
former governor of the Central 
Bank, numbers of former 
cabinet ministers, and a fair 
proportion of the entire 
edneatod elite. If the muniers 
have tapered off recently.

But then, Amin's neighbors 
have reasons to be honest about 
his regime. The Field 
Marshal's ambition to lead a 
conquering black army 
somewhere worries President 
Nyerere rather more than it 
does South Africa, and his 
recently acquired flood of 
Soviet weapons, including T-M 
tanks and MiG-21 fighters, has 
already led to al least one war 
scare along the Uganda- 
Tanzania bottler. Amin dieer- 
fully fed the panic by asking 
one of his Soviet advisers, in 
public, how long It would take 
his MiG-21s to fly to the Tanza¬ 
nian capital of Dor-es-Salaam. 

Kenya is even more worriqd. 
especially since Amin laid 
claim lost February to about 
one-third of its territory, 
reaching to within 20 miles of 
Nairobi, land-locked Uganda 
hastily backed down again 
when Kenya replied by closing 
the Ugan^n border for two 
days, catting off all supplies, 
but President Kenyatta has 
clear cause for concern. 

Kenya I* now sandwiched 
betweentwo countries. Uganda 
and fcmalla, which have built 
up the two best-equipped 
armed forces in East Africa 
with Soviet aid. Between 
them, they lay claim tio almost 
two-thirds of Kenya's ter¬ 
ritory. This explains why 
Nairobi agreed to buy a 
squadron of F4 jet fighters 
from the U.S. lut month, and 
why It was prepared to co¬ 
operate. at least passively, in 
the Israeli raid on Entebbe. 

Everybody It Africa knows 
why Amin braves so different¬ 
ly from the majority of 
"respectable" African leaders, 
but it is too awkward to admit 
it openly. He It on. authentic 
product of African traditional 
culture, and they are not. 

♦ * ★ 

They are the European- 
educated elite of the in- 
dspeodence gansratton: Hack 
Frenchmen like Senghor of 
Senegal, black EngUahroen like 
Seretss Khama of Botswana, 
mixed-race Portuguese like 
almost all the Angolan 
toadershlp. Or else, wbm the 
first leadOTshlp generation has 
bean ovsrthfosm by military 
coupe, they are simply the 
khakl-clad equivalents, 
educated at Sandhurst or St 
Cyr. They have European 
habits. European Ideologies 
(especially Marxism) and in 
several cases even European 
wives. 

Amin, on the otho- hand, is a 
semi-literate ex-sergeant who 
had never left Uganda before 
1971 (except to serve with the 
British fosces fighting the Mau 
Mau natioaallats in Kenya In 


the 19S0s). He Is stranded 
helplessly between the values 
and techniques of the culture 
he knows, and the modern 
systems and Ideas he must con¬ 
tend with. He may actually be 
crazy, but even if he is not, Ms 
attempt to deal with the 
modem world through a brutal 
exaggeration of traditional 
methods would make Mm seem 
so. 

Only s week after the Israelis 
(reed the hostages at Entebee. 
for example. Amin telephoned 
an old friend. Col. Baruch Bar 
Lev, who had commanded the 
Israeli military mission in 
Kampala until Uganda broke 
off diplomatic relations in 1972. 
He wu "fhatoed with the ter¬ 
rorists,” he said. “They caused 
me a lot of trouMe." 

So now would Israel please 
send spare parts for the 
weapons it had given to Uganda 
before 1972. Amin literally does 
not understand the nature of 


the world In which he Is trying 
to dperate. 

Uganda Is scarcely typical of 
the throe dozen Independent 
black African states. The 
private anguish with which 
other African leaders view the 
Amin phenomenon, however, is 
intensified by their knowledge 
that they also have armies full 
of amhitlous non¬ 
commissioned officers. But the 
men Mmself will not he around 
forever.

Only last month Amin nar¬ 
rowly escaped death in the 
latest of many assassination at¬ 
tempts, and he has so ruined 
the Ugandan economy (the 
British Army taught Mm a bit 
of tactics, but no economical 
that further tries are certain. 
Physically, Amin's iron con¬ 
stitution is being visibly under¬ 
mined by over-indulgence. He 
might survive In power for 
another five years, but It would 
be unwise to bet the rent 
money on It. 


Government attitude 
not the people's

The British and French governments were far more 
tepid than the American government in applauding Israel's 
dramatic commando raid, which rescued the hostages from 
the airport at Entebbe. But tMs lack of enthusiasm was cer¬ 
tainly not shared by the British and French people. On the 
contrary, except (Or the small and familiar pro-Arab lobby, 
wholehearted admiration for Israel's daring has bem 
almost universal. 

On tMs subject, as on many others, there seems to be an 
Increasing gap between the behavior of governments and 
the feelings of ordinary people. 

French policy change from being pro-Israell to being 
pro-Arab during the latter part of General de Gaulle's 
regime, but he never carried the French people with him. 

In Britain, key sections of the Foreign Office have 
alsrays tended to be pro-Arab, and this inclination has been 
supported by the timidity of recant British governments in 
their dealings with the Arab world and with Black Africa. 

There are. admittedly, legitimate reasons why the 
British government trends carefully In Its relations with 
President Amin. Only after the most delicate and 
humiliating negotiations was the life of a British lecturer 
Denis Hills, saved last year, when Amin threatened to have 
Mm shot. The disappearance of Mrs. Dora Bloch, who held 
both British and Israeli citizenship, alter the Entebbe raid. - 
Illustrated the problem and emphasized the danger again. 

There are still some 900 Britons in Ugan^ — mls- 
sionartea, teachers and a few businessmen, all of whom 
could very easily become Amin’s hosta^ or victims. In ad¬ 
dition, the Foreign Office has been hoping that Amin might 
pay compensation to the British fimu, and to the Aslans 
with British passports, whose property and businesses, 
worth many millions of pounds, have been seized. 

it it it 

Even so: when due allowance has been made for all these 
factors, the British government's attitude does strike many, 
perhaps most, people in Britain as excessively pusil¬ 
lanimous 

They were not pleased to learn that an official message 
of sympathy hod been sent to President Amin over the deaths 
of the Ugandan soldiers who were killed at Entebbe. They 
feel that the Israeli commando raid was not only justiflad In 
Itaell, but wu precisely the kind of buccaneering exploit for 
which Britain used to ba famous - from Francis Drake to 
the commandos of the Second World War. 

They would like nothing better than that the British Hon 
shoiM somsUmu pounce In that way sUll, and they blame 
the politicians for the modem feeblenen which seems to pre¬ 
vent It. 

Tbs policy of auoceaslve Britiab governments towards 
Africa hu been, tbalr Instinct tells them, worm than feeble, 
stnee It hu tended to put Britain actually on the wrong side. 

NM many years ago, Uganda under British rule wu a 
peaceful, prosperous, well ordered country.

SMUT, CUPID battle ! 


Canadian melodrama 


’The concept of a union of prison in¬ 
mates was expounded last year in tbe 
press and on national television. 
Notwithstanding a preponderance of 
negative opinion, there is an element of 
humor in the proposition, so let us per¬ 
mit our Imagination to hang out 

The Canadian Union of Persons In 
Detention (CUPID) is divided into tbe 
standard locals. For example. 
Murderers’ Local No. 1. Drug Pushers’ 
Local No. 2, Rapists’ and Sex Of¬ 
fenders’ Local No. 3, etc. 

There are, of course, "outside 
'workers,” who ate those criminals and 
petty offenders not yet convicted or 
confined and tbe multitude of others 
having criminal records but not un¬ 
dergoing imprisonment. Card carrying 
members number around 500.000. 

In due time, CUPID decides to flex 
its muscle and asks the government to 
provide free sex therapy by qualified 
female personnel. Also, private rooms 
and baths are to be installed with water 
beds for weekend visits for single or 
married couples in all institutions. 

This unusual demand is immediate¬ 
ly rejected by the government on the 
grounds of limited finaaclai resources 
for any fiscal year. CUPID immediate¬ 
ly calls a general strike all across 
Canada, with electrifying results. 

Crime ceases! Citizens walk the 
streets and parks by day or night 
without fear. Bank vaults are left open. 
Security guards are laid off and police 
forces’ manpower reduced. 
Courthouses and police stations are 
picketed. 

As tbe weeks and months of the 
strike drag on, the Silent Majority of 
Underi^vileged ’Taxpayers (SMUT) it 
lulled into a euphoric sense of tran¬ 
quility and love. Civil rights leaders 
^int to the situation as ab^ute conflr- 
rnaboo of their tong-held belief that 
prisons do not deter or reform. 

TTie idyllic weeks of the strike con¬ 
tinue. There is no crime but business 
is booming and SMUT Is smug. 
However. dUPID becomes irritated at 
the lack of a settlement by govemmnt 
and presents additional demands — all 
Inmates must receive wage parity with 
police and prison guards, all police 
forces must be disainiied and the ser¬ 
vices of th RCMP must be confined to 
tbe North West Territories. 

The government reluctantly rejects 
these proposals, dtlng wage control 
policies aixl tbe natio^ aidi-inflatlan 
effort. So CUPID shoots an arrow with 
a real barb — tbe strike is replaced by a 
work-to-rule campaign with rotating 
crimes. 

Like the value of the dollar, peace 
and love vanish from the Canadian 
scene. Murders, rapes, assaults, rob¬ 
beries and muggings again are commit¬ 
ted through the land, but selectively 

SMUT, harassed on every street by 
roving gangs, adopts desperate 
measures. SMUT and WAP (Society of 
Old Age Pensioners) members take to

carrying bolstered handguns and fre* 
quent shootouts occur in cocktail 
lounges, dty parks and apartment 
buildings. 

The kill rate in Canada soars but, un¬ 
fortunately, most of tbe victims are 
SOAP members because their ad¬ 
vanced ages, tinged with acute anxiety, 
inhibit thdr fast draws. Many of them, 
therefore, eschew the handgun for tbe 
double-barrelled, sawed-off shotgun. 

’The government warns SOAP that, 
if Its people continue to use this shotgun 
remedy, medicare and old-age pensions 
will have to be withheld. This threat, of 
course, has the unanimous backing of 
CUPID, 

The final straw is the outlandish 
"wildcatting” of Sex Offenders’ Local 
No. 3. An outraged populace clamors 
for adion and the govemmeniis forced 
to the bargaining table. Desperate 
politicians agree to all demands by 
CUPID, which causes a massive strike 
by the armed services, police and 
prison guards. 

All political parties impress the 
government with the urgency for ex¬ 
treme measures, with the result that 
Parliament authorizes the employment 
of CUPID’S membership to carry out 
police and security duties across the 
nation! 

’The prime minister goes on national 
television to explain to the horrified 
taxpayers that this move, if viewed 
calmly and unemotionaUy, Is really the 
ultimate in criminal, rehabilitation. 

. ’’After all,” he smiles, "what’s that old 
saying? A policeman Is only a crook 
turned inside out.” 

Another rehabilitative step is the 
formation of a new federal department 
called Criminal Reform Administra¬ 
tion and Pacification (CRAP). The old 
Criminal Code of Canada is abolished 
.and a new Limited Justice Code is 
proclaimed (om backbencher just back 
from holidays In VictdMa asks, "What’s 
this CRAP all about?” and U severely 
castigated by the justice minister). 

The Limited Justice Code outlines 
only five major crimes ( 1 ) failure to 
pay taxes, ( 2 ) criticizing government 
spending, (3) appearing on or viewing 
U.S. television, (4) clandestinely Im¬ 
porting or reading any U.S. publicaUan, 
and (5) singing, playing or listening to 
any music other than ly Canadian per¬ 
formers and composers. 

Om mandatory penalty Is applied to 
all five Offences—25 years' banishment 
to Newfoundland, with possible parole 
in 15 years. All other crimes in the 
former Criminal Code are renamed 
"Social Abberations. " 

The courts are soon crowded with 
thousands upon thousands of offenders. 
Almost all disc jockeys are banished 
within a few months through con- 


traveniion of Section 5. Pierre ! 
Berton, Peter Newman, Charles Lynch : 
and Richard Jackson are among those : 
banished for journalistic indiscretions ; 
under Section 2. A warrant is issued for 
Douglas Fisher but he has escaped to 
the protection of tbe RCMP barracks in 
Regina (believe it or not). 

Treason is included in the Limited 
Justice Code by amendment and ap¬ 
plied retroactively. Staid Victoria is 
shocked by the banishment of Colonist 
publisher Richard Bower because of an 
editorial be wrote in the early 1970s en¬ 
titled '"nie kooks ate taking over.” 

As time passes, banishment to New¬ 
foundland triples the population of that 
province. A separatist movement and 
party Is formed under the banMr "Vive 
le Newfie Libre. ” It wins an election by 
a shutout, and becomes the govern¬ 
ment of Newfoundland. 

A banished Canadian army geMral 
named James Wolfer is commissioned 
to raise a Newfie army and retired ad¬ 
miral "Baby Face” Nelson organizes 
the Newfoundland trawler fleet into a 
formidable armada, with a little help 
from the CIA. 

Propaganda broadcast to Mainland 
Canada by Radio Free Newfie calls on 
all Canadians to join the Banishee 
Party. CUPID members use their large 
transmitting station at CBC head¬ 
quarters in St. Vincent de Paul prison 
to jam the broadcasts but without suc¬ 
cess. 

The Newfie armada, loaded with 
thousands of Banishees, sails up tbe St. 
Lawrence River under Nelson’s com¬ 
mand. General Wolfer chooses Sept. 13, 
anniversary of the historic first battle 
of the Plains ol Abraham in 1759, to 
scale tbe heights of (Quebec with his 
motley army. 

The Banishees 11m up on the bat¬ 
tlefield and thousands of Quebecois 
rush out to attack, led by General Louis 
Montstorm vrith ReM Levesque as 
political commissar. It’s a tense mo¬ 
ment. 

Then Wolfer calls out by loudbailer. 
in fractured French. ”We come in 
peace.” He commands his Banishee 
troops to lay down their arms, raises 
his baton and tbe Banishee army bursts 
into a mighty chorus of Alouette fol¬ 
lowed by Indian Love Call, toute en 
francals. 

A murmur of surprise, then cheers, 
run through the Quebecois. Overcome 
by emotion, they embrace the 
bnishees. The tumultous cheering is 
heard in Quebec City by Premier 
Bourassa and his cabinet and they flee 
to Ottawa and the protection of CUPID. 
Quebec is declai^ a republic with 
Levesque as Its first president. 

Future eventualities boggle the 
mind. They must await the next 
chapter, entitled The Threatened Inva¬ 
sion of l^per Canada by (Juebec and 
the Banishees and the Re¬ 
establishment of Law and Order 
Through the Victory of SMUT Over

The basic facts about B.C. 
Ferries need restating. Unless 
we keep them in mind we are 
bound to reach different con¬ 
clusions. 

Om of the basic facts Is this; 
It costs $15 to transport a car. 
by ferry, across tbe Strait of 
Georgia. Tbe old fare used to 
be IS. Now it U 110. The B.C. 
taxpayer therefore picks up 
part of a tab for every 
automobile moving on B.C. 
Ferries. That tab is 15 a car. 
And. in distance terms, it 
works out to about 20 cents a 
mile. 

Fact number two is that the 
total subsidy to B.C. Ferries in 
197$ will be upwards of 125 mil¬ 
lion. Twenty-five million dol¬ 
lars Is enough to pay all of the 
interest and up-keep charges 
necessary to build and main¬ 
tain a two-laM Trans-Canada 
standard highway from 
Kamloops to Vancouver.

Winnipeg chamber doesn’t share national view 


SEATTLE (AP) V£. Secr»- 
Uiy of State Heniy Kissinger 
says he didn’t know before his 
recent visit how upset the Pa* 
clllc Northwest was over a 
uniform pricing system for 
natural gas puix^hued from 
Canada- 

On Thursday, shortly befn« 
^ leaving for .BotrUand. he pro- 
mined to re-examfne the state 
department's decision against 
letting Canada set varied 
prices according to where the 
gas was going in the United 
States. 

**U'e looked at It from a 
foreign policy view,” Kis¬ 
singer e3g)lained‘ during a 
question-and-answer session, 
“that if there Is to be a dls- 
ciimlnatosy pricing syvtem in 
the United States, it should be 
the result of an American de- 
cteion, not a foreign one.” 

Last winter the state de¬ 
partment helped utiUties in 
Washington get a special 
price from the Canadians, 
who siQiply two-thirds of the 
natural gaa laed in the re¬ 
gion. Alxxit two months ago, 
however, the dep ar tment did 
an about-face and demanded 
a sing^ uniform price for all 
gas imported from Canada. 

The utUitlea argue that pref¬ 
erential prices are justified by 
the region’s dependence on 
imported gas, which generally 
costs more than the domestic 
gas cMnmonly used in Oalifan* 
nia and the T^^vest 



WTNNCPBG (CP) — The 
Iiresident. of the Winnipeg 
Chamber of Commerce has 
taken issue with officials of 
the national chamber who are 
re-examining their support for 
the anti-inflation iMX)gnun. 

Norman Ooghlan said in an 
interview this week buetness- 
xnen should give the federal 
govemmeot another three or 
four months to refine the pro¬ 
gram before they talk about 
withdrawing suppotl- 

'T thirdc it le premature to 
Uuow it out, or even talk 
about throwing it out,” he 
said.

Ooghlan said hs doesn’t 
want to start picking a fi^t 
with the natksial chamber, 
but he said the brief to the 
Anti-Inflation Board was sent 
without consultation with 
member organizations.

The institute <fid not recoin^ 
mend any change in tho legal

“The Inatitiite thinks that 
ohttdren of iunomried p are n ln 
afaould have the chance to be 
brought tq> fay both parents and 
that the law intereferet with 
thatdianct t;y denying paren> 
tal rights to the fathff," the 
institute said in its report 


It recommended if the 
parents had lived togeth e r for 
one year before the cUld’s 
birth, the father dwuld auto* 
maticaUy have the foU rights 
of • parent or guardian ' 


“In o«her caaet. tha father 
should be to ask the 
oouKi to gilve Um rig hd of 
guardlanifaip If ht en abow 
that if ia in the best interests 
of Ihe cMId diet he have 
them/' the inetitute added. 


The report also said if the 
parents had lived together for 
a year before the chlld’a 
birth, the man ahould be pre- 
aisned to be the father of the 
child until the contrary waa 
proven in establishing the 
child’s paternity. 


The institute recommended 
if a man was registered as the 
diUd’s father at the request of 
himself and the motoer, the 
law should presuns be was 
the father. 


‘Th other eases, cither the 
father or someone acting for 
the child could ask the court 
for a judgment saying that 
the man ia the chad’s father." 

The institute said the law 
should treat a husband who 
consented to artificial to* 
semination as the child’s fla* 
ther. 


It also said ttadstlca show 
illegitimate blrtha comprised 
XI per cent of the total live 
births in Alberta to 1973, and 
added “the number of iilegtti* 
mate children' bom annually 
in Alberta emphasizes the 
need that Ihe law of AQberta 
deals fairty with them." 


'Ihe institute said the prov* 
toce’a legislation has given in¬ 
creasing recognHSosi to the Il¬ 
legitimate child and his rela- 
tknhip with Ms pareate, ahd 
added “toe puUie strongly 
favors" equal tratment of ille>- 
gitimate children.

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Charges fly as gymnastic points deal proposed 


MONTR£AL (AP) — Unit- 
ad States gymnastics oftieials 
charged Friday that a Rus¬ 
sian judge and a Bulgarian 
coach used improper influ¬ 
ence to try to help their ath¬ 
letes in the men's oompeti- 
tiOfl. 

Gene Wettstone, head 
trainer, of the U.S. men's 
team and a Amner Olympic 
coach, said he was ap¬ 
proached by the head coa^ 
of the Bulgarian team about a 
deal prior to the cMnpetition. 

“I went over .hist to say 
heUo," said Wettstone. ^llie 
first thing he said was '^you 


will support our man in the 
floor exercise, wdUl favor 
your team.' He didn’t even 
say heBo flivt s 

The Bulgarian coach, Ez- 
Jeane Zamskov, was not avail¬ 
able (or comment. 

Because judges are rotated 
in gynwiastics. there was a 
poasibility that the Bulgarian 
(XMnpetitor might be Judged 
by an American official, but 
this could not have been 
known with any certainty be¬ 
fore the competition began. 

Both Wettstone and Frank 
Bare, the executive director 


of the U.S. Gymnastics Feder¬ 
ation, accused Soviet bead 
judge Boris CStaldUio of trying 
to get scores changed during 
the finals Of the team compe¬ 
tition Tuesday night. The In¬ 
cidents came as Russia bat¬ 
tled Ji^wn fbr the men’s 
championship. 

Chakhlin was head judge at 
the horizontal bar. One of the 
Japanese gymnasts received 
two 9.9 b, a 9.8 and a 9.7 from 
the four judges. Under the 
rules, the high and low scores 
were thrown out and the other 
two were averaged, which 


would give the gymnast a 9.8B 
in this case. ' 

CSiakMln, under the rules of 
gymnastics judging, would 
not be not allowed to Inter¬ 
vene unless he felt there was 
a significant discrepancy in 
one of the scores. The Ameri¬ 
cans said they felt no ma.ior 
discrepancy existed. But 
Chakhlin called a conference 
and tried to get the East Ger* 
man judge to lower his score 
from 9.9 to 9.8. The result 
would have been that die 
gymnast would have received 
a 9.8 instead of a 9.85. 


*‘We sat behind him Chakh- 
lin and wrote down all the 
•cores because we were con¬ 
cerned," said Bare. "We all 
hollered and the Japanese 
judge protested when Chald>* 
Mn called a conference, and 
the score was not changed" 
Bare said the same thing 
occurred when die first Soviet 
gymnast reached the horizon¬ 
tal bar. Chakhlin called a con 
ference and tried to persuade 
a French judge to make his 
score higher, which would 
have moved ^ Russian from 
9.6 to 9.66. But again the score 
was not changed due to 


protests from the Americans 
watching and the Japanese 
judge. 

The changes may not kx^ m 
lot .but the Japanese won 1^ 
only fbur4enths of a pc^t. R 
could have gone either way. 

Bare also said that Valery 
Nagy. dM Hungarian bead of 
the International Gymnastics 
Federation's technical com¬ 
mittee, improperly tried to 
change the judges in the wo¬ 
men’s floor exercise, an apH 
parent move to hurt Romaii- 
ian star Nadia Comaneci's 
chances In that event 


"She replaced TVench and 
Spanish judges with women 
from Blast Germany and Rus¬ 
sian Mthout telhng anyone." 
he said. That would have left 
diree ptx><Ruiela judges and 
one from the West in the floor 
exercise. Bare protested snd 
Miss Nagy's action was 
blocked. 

"Everybody makes a deal 
but the U.S. and Japan," said 
Wettstone. "Who the hell are 
we going to make a deal 
w41h? Thiere are two judges 
from the U.S., two from Cana¬ 


da and you know whera the 
other 48 are from," he sakd 
referring to Europe and East¬ 
ern Europe." 

There is no code of ethics 
for judges at the Olympics. 
They are selected and paid by 
their own national federations 
and they are assigned by the 
international federation's 
technical committee. The 
men's committee is chaired 
by Alexandre Lylo of Czechos¬ 
lovakia and includes 
members from Russia, East 
Geimany, Hungary, Spain 
uid Finland.

GREENWKH, Conn. (UPD 
— Rosalie Lehmann sat stiffly 
on the edge of her motel bed

(CP) — Quar¬ 
tets of East German and Ca¬ 
nadian oarsmen both cracked 
world4>eet times Friday while 
qualifying for the OlyirgMc 
medals final on Sunday in the 
coTdess foumart event. 

The w’orid champion Ger¬ 
mans, rated among the top 
crewM In any category at the 
Olympics, eurged over the 
2000-metre course in five min¬ 
utes. 53.65 seconds—the first 
four-oar crew ever to crack 
six minutes in international 
competition. 

The Canadians also brcrf<e 
the six-minute mark behind 
the East Germans, clocking 
5:59.Z1. A brisk breeze pushed 
the boats. 

Officially there are no world 
records In rowing because 
conditions are so variable, but 
the previoui best time for a 
coxiest four was 6:00.2L set 
last year in Lucerne. SMht- 
zeriand. by the East German 
Olympic four from Dresden, 
Best prevtous Olympic time in 
the event was 6:22.03 set in 
1964 by a Soviet crew.

Teachers hired 
again as drivers

Vancouver Island Coach 
Lines is again hiring school 
teachers as tour bus drivers 
for the summer. 

Last year the Victoria 
Labor Council strongly 
protested the policy of hiring 
vacationing teachers to steer 
tourists around the city while 
many competeni drivers re¬ 
mained out of work. 

I.Abor Council spokesman 
I.arry Ryan said Friday the 
council’s attitude has not 
changed. 

"We told them last year 
that any summer bus driyprs 
hired should be hired via Can¬ 
ada Mani)ower." Ryan said. 
"We still feel that way simply 
hfcause that is the way to 
find woric for the pe<»ple most 
obviously In need." 

Ryan said that last ftummer 
Coach Lines officials attempt¬ 
ed to rationalize their policy 
by claiming that .school teach¬ 
ers were hired for their driv¬ 


ing skills and their knowledge 
of the community. 

This year Munioipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Curtis ii ad¬ 
vancing the same argument 
In defending the practice of 
hiring salaried but vacation¬ 
ing teachers. 

In a letter to a Saanich Pen¬ 
insula housewife who com¬ 
plained about the summer hir¬ 
ing practice. Curtis wrote: ‘I 
have had this matter Invest¬ 
igated and have been advised 
that Vancouver Island Coach 
Lines has a peak summer de¬ 
mand for approximately two 
and one half summer months 
of each year.

part of April and arf not pre¬ 
pared to wait until mid-June 
in order to gain seasonal em¬ 
ployment of this nature. By 
contrast, the teacher is pre¬ 
pared to aicc^ this sfKMl 
term situation." 

Curtis went on to say that 
the teachers were hired on a 
"last on. first off" basis "in 
recognition <rf the need to ex¬ 
tend seasonal employment to 
those eligible and to the 
fullest possible extent." 

summer Coach Lines 
had nine vacatitming teachers 
driving summer tour Ixises. 
»This year the same number 
have been hired. Coach Lines 
has 125 bus drivers on staff. 

The practice of hiring 
teachers as ibus drivers for 
the summer started. Coach 
Linaa officials claim, in 1973 
when the bus line couldn’t 
find other drivers to help with 
the tourist bot>m.

$49 a month behind the Van¬ 
couver rate. 

By 1974 Victoria had moved 
to a position just $2 a month 
behind Vancouver> but last 
year an arbitrator’s decision 
increased the disparity to $33 
a month, making Victoria 20th 
out of the 35 paid fire depart¬ 
ments in the province. 

The city, Davie said, had 
taken a position that Victoria 
firefighters should be paid 
less because ot the e.xcellence 
of its sick leave (dan. 

"It is my view that the Vic¬ 
toria firefi^ter should not be 
penalized for the excellence of 
the city’s sick leave and other 
IjenefH plans by being paid 
some lesser wage to offset 
that excellence- 
"If it was otherwise it 
would amount to giving with 
one hand and taking back 
with the other." 

Giving the firefighters the 
compensation coverage they 
had requested. Davie said: 
"In my view the taxpayers he 
protects owe this to him and 
his family." 

He referred to evidence he 
had received on the hazards 
firefighting. 

Statistics showed that in the 
United States tirefighting was 
the most hazardous d all vo- 
catiems with a death rate 15 
per cent greater than that of 
the next most daj^erous oc¬ 
cupations. mining and quarry¬ 
ing. 

The city. Davie said, had 
argued ^t tirefighting 'in 
Victoria was less hazardous 
than in other parts of B.C, 
and had pointed out that there 
had been only two fatalitiek in 
Victoria in 27 years and a 
minimal number of Workers 
Compensation claims. 

"I am not persuaded by the 
city's argument." Davie sqjd. 

"A collapsing wall, floor or 
roof could alter the existing 
statistics drastically.

"tii that situation I believe 
that a firefighter is entitled to 
a liberal and contprehmsive 
compensation package for 
total disablement or death." 

Davie denied a city request 
for a reduction in the manber 
of first-aid attendants in the 
department.

The department said the Labor Relations 
Board had decided wording of the union contract 
"did not eliminate’’ surveillance as a duty. 

A number of firemen were assigned for two 
nights in October, 1375, to carry out smveillance of 
several buildings where arson was considered a pos¬ 
sibility. They did the work but felt police should 
have done it, and lodged a grievance. 

’The problem was not solved at that level so the 
labor department was notified and a labor relations 
officer carried out an Inquiry last winter.

"Are we talk¬ 
ing about a true province in 


the terms of confederation a* 
presently exist under BNA 
Act, or art we taMdng about 
tbe niceties that go along with . 
provincial status that is. a 
commissioner elected by the 
peoftie of the Yukon te rr i tosy 
and respo ns i b le to the Yukon 
tenitwy — or a fuUy-elected 
quasi caMnet or executive 
committee? 

"We are already pn«ress- 
ing towards responsR^ self 
government, but we have 
never had to deal with an im¬ 
posed time limit." 

Dr. Pearson added he be¬ 
lieves the Yukon could not af¬ 
ford the fiscal demands of 
provlnoehood under the exist¬ 
ing oonstitutional anrange- 
ment. "it woUM mean in¬ 
ordinate taxaticn tor our rest- 
dents and oir industrise." 

He also raised tita question 


of makint the Yukon t prov- 
inca before native land claims 
are settled. 

'll would be most difficult 
in face of stated opposition to 
the concept from the council 
of Yukon Bxlians. They repre»' 
tent 40 per\:ent of the potniia- 
tion and 1 would think that if 
they are against provincial 
status, there wotdd be suf¬ 
ficient others who would ques¬ 
tion the concept of such an 
immediate step that it would 
be defeated in a local plebis¬ 
cite." 

Dr. Pearson’s views differ 
from those of his predecessor, 
former commissioner Jim 
Smith. He was in favor dt 
granting provinci^ status to 
the Yukon and shortly before 
he left the job he had 
expressed the hope that he 
\wiu1d be the last appointed 
commissioner YUk<m.

'In these times of economic 
uncertainty all our ^forts 
must go to preserving it, be¬ 
cause if it breaks down then 
society breaks down." 

Mrs. Magrabi said that at 
present the women’s move¬ 
ment and home economists, 
most of whom are women, 
share many goals but their 
reasons for these goals are 


radically di£fer«it 
“The women’s movement 
wants the value of housework 
and family care recognized 
because tMs will raise the 
status of women. 

“The home economist says 
houseworic should be recog¬ 
nized, in and of itself, because 
a woman Is most effectively 
serving her family."

Known as Magallr Manram 
mr Dai^hter's League, the or¬ 
ganization has been terroriz- 
ir^ distiliers of illicit liquor in 
the state of Tamil Nadu. Be¬ 
ginning with a membership of 
just 15, *t now' cjonsists of 
more than 200 aotiviats in the 
ceuH of total prohibition. 

Tamil Nadu became dry 
last year. Of India’s 22 states, 
only two—Tfunii Nadu and 


Robbers shoot 
tour leader 

NAIROBI (Reuter) — An 
American tour leader has 
bem shot dead by an armed 
gang of robbers in a boy scout 
camp near Nairobi, a U.S.

Dcxzms of women shouting 
pro-prohibition slogans sur¬ 
rounded a forest hut in which 
illicit liquor was being brewed 
and threatened to set fire to it 
unless the bootleggers came 
out and promised to obey the 
law. 

The threat worked. Later, 
police arrived on the scene 
and confiscated the still.

There was a four-year stay 
at Victoria West United 
Church, sUnta at St. Aldan’s. 
Victoria, in Vancouver, Ihe 
Kootenays snd Ladysmith. 
Mrf. Smith's widowed 
mother, Stella, 91, lives at 
Rose Manor. 

Smith was bom in London, 
England, and emigrated to 
iJoydndneter, Sask., in 1928. 
He woriced (or a while as a 
farm laborer, then returned to 
England where he trained to 
be a radio operator. 

WhUe at sea he got the feel¬ 
ing that God was calling him 
into the ministry. 

He returned to Canada and 
completed high school in Van¬ 
couver then enrolled at UBC. 
His second year he took as an 
exchange student at Lingnan 
University in Canton, China. 
He studied theology at Em¬ 
manuel College. Toronto. In 
1939 the Smiths were married. 

They went to China in 1941. 
Their cTriginal poating was to 
Japan in 1940 but H was can¬ 
celled because of toe war. 

Th^ took a posting to the 
Kootenays and waited until 
word came that they could 
sail for West China where 
they served for seven years. 

Their two eldest sons were 


bom in Chungking — Stephen, 
who has been on staff at the 
University of Rhodesia but 
will soon take a teaching post 
in Cteston, and David, a 
teacher at Glenlyon School. 

Their third aon, Robert, was 
bom in British Columbia 
when the family returned. A 
candidate for toie ministry, he 
now is living in Naramata. 

In 1963 the ^iths tocric a 
posting to Noslbem Rhodesia, 
the first United Church mis¬ 
sionaries to serve there. 

For 33 years they worked In 
various phases of leadership 
training. As founder^member 
of the YWCA there. Mrs. 
Smith drafted courses for Af¬ 
rican girls who otoerwise 
would have had little opportu¬ 
nity for training. 

Much of Smith's ministry in 
the African country was fo¬ 
cussed on reconciliation be¬ 
tween black and white and 
the^training of African Chris¬ 
tians in leadership roles. 

Northern Rhodesia gained 
its indepesdence in 1984 and 
look the African name of 
Zambia. In 1966 the Smiths 
returned to Canada. 

They were called to Gordon 
United Church in Langford 
and spent four years there 
during which time a new 
Christian education centre 
was built. 

They spent a year In the 
Methodist Church in East Suf¬ 
folk, England, and retomed to 
the area to serve Gajrden City 
and Wilkinson Road churches. 

Their retiremoit last month 
was marked by a special din¬ 
ner in their honor attended by 
more than 200 guests. 

The Smiths are living at 
1315 Regents Place and look¬ 
ing for new challenges. In 
keeping with their history, 
they will probably find them.

^led our sympathies. 

But If'we are not very care¬ 
ful as we take this approach 
we can slip into a dreadful 
mdral snobbery* We do tend 
to become rather patronizing 
toward those for whom our 
sympathy leads us to make 
allowances. 

Our ways of m^ing allow¬ 
ances for others^ often en¬ 
hance our self-esteem. We 
take great pride in touing off 
a few of the currently faahksi- 
able platitudes of popular 
peyohoiogy and sociology to 
explain the aberrations in 
behaviors of others and we 
then can congratulate our¬ 
selves on our insight and sen¬ 
sitivity and compassion. 

The basic weakness of this 
general ai^>roach is that too 
often It looks only in one di¬ 
rection backwards. It is in¬ 
structive to compare It with 
the approach of Jesus. The 
Gospels show that He was not 
much interested in anyone's 
past. His maidng-of-allo- 
wances for others was pri¬ 
marily forward - looking; He 
always saw persons in terms 
of their poBsibilitirii. 

This, of course, is rK>t a 
very sensible approach. There 
is an element of foolhardiness 
In it. It is a very risky way of 
dealing with people. It leaves 
you open to being conned. 

But that was Jesus' way in 
dealing with people. He took 
some quite silly, risks. He 
gamb l ed on persons -- He 
sometimas loa{. 

His best known loss was 
wMh Judes Iscariol: He la¬ 
mented Judas's betrayal of 
Him, but there is no evidence 
that He regretted having 
taken a char>ce on Judas. 

But we modem followers of 
Jesus 8^ often inclined to do 
. It the 1 wter way. We are often

reluctant to take a chance on 
a perstxi whose past, as we 
kiK^ about it. ii not good. We 
are uneasy about risking our 
precious ingrown respect- 
' ability by taking the risk of 
giving such a person our ac¬ 
ceptance. 

But how many at us have 
lived lives of such constant 
decency and goodness, that 
we would care to be judged as 
persons simply in terms of 
our past?

West was 
forced to win the ace, but 
there was no longer an effec¬ 
tive defenaa The tiearts were 
cleared, but unfortunately 
for the defense. East had the 
vital entry instead of West 
and declarer enjoyed an 
overtrick. 

When the low diamond is 
lad from dummy. East must 
not make a routine play. He 
know* that West has the Ions 
bearU and that West wiO 
0 ^ an efrtr 7 to cash them. 
So instead of blindly follow¬ 
ing with a low diamond. East 
must play the king. The play 
has little to lose and mu(^ to 
gain. And if the king doesn’t 
win the current trick, it's 
unlikely that it will ever 
serve a useful purpose. 

If East^corfectly rises with 
the diamond king, the king 
unexpectedly wins the trick 
and East clears the heart 
suit. Now when declarer 
lee^ the next diamond. West 
wins the diamond ace and is 
able to cash two more heart 
winner* and the game goes 
down one. 

Watch those routine plays.

Tliere are advantages. TTie 
biggest one is being only 45 
minutes away from Olym¬ 
pic stadium by public transit.

grumbling. 

Plans for a combined press- 
photo centre within the main 
stadium here were scrapped 
due to lagging construction 
schedules.

Downtown Montreal 
had a carnival air as musi¬ 
cians and tumblers performed 
in thg streets among the 
crowds. 

Soviet nCftoials preparing 
for the 1900 Moscow Olympics 
took a close look a Canada's 
seourity aet-up. 

Meanwhile, it was Games 
over for sprinter Robert Mat^ 
tin. Maurice Allan, chef, de 
mission for the Canadian 
team, announced Martin’s ex¬ 
pulsion from the Olympics.

The party was staged in the 
Iranian pavilion on the Be St. 
Helene on the St. Lawrence 
River, a survivor <rf Mon¬ 
treal's Expo '67. The building 
has exotic glass panels and a 
wide staircase that looks like 
the entrance to a suHan's pal¬ 
ace. Prince Gholam, a 
member of the IOC tor 21 
years, is leading Iran’s bid 
for the Olympics. Tehran built 
a new stadium tor the Asian 
games in 1974 and Is expected 
to tell the IOC it has the bulk 
of its insUllations and is 
ready to be host for the Olym¬ 
pics.

Lawn mewtogs make a very 
good insulating mulch, but 
give a rather untidy and un¬ 
kempt appearance to the 
beds.

sround and between the vege¬ 
tables and berries where ap¬ 
pearances are not so Impor¬ 
tant. 

Never apply more than a 
two-inch layer of mowings at 
any one time, and allow these 
to dry out before adding to 
the thickness of the mulch. A 
tootiUck layer of fresh green 
mowlnai may mat (town and 
form a layer through which 
air and water cannot pene¬ 
trate readily. 

'Hiere is anotoer precaution 
which must be observed when 
using laiwn mowlnga as a 
midch: Never use the mow¬ 
ings from a lawn recently 
treated with a chemical weed¬ 
killer- 

Hie fumes from weedkillers 
commonly used on lawns can 


hang around for (^ulte a king 
time on grass so treated — up 
to three weeks with some of 
the more persistent kinds- 
These fumes can affect the 
growth of sensitive plants, 
and especially tomatoes. 

Last year 1 had several 
cases reported to me where 
tomato plants bore twisted, 
ourled and distorted leaves 
from fumes arising from the 
grass mulch over their roots, 
^tter take a good sniff at 
your lawn mowings before 
spreading them, for the weed¬ 
killer smell is (^te character¬ 
istic. If your nose cannot de¬ 
tect any 2,4-D odor, it isn't 
likely ^ mulch can cause 
any damage to your plantB 

Never allow any of your 
bedding plants to go to seed, 
for this Is just about Ihe 
surest way to ahorten your 
flcral display. Better assign 
some TTwnber of your family 
to do this deadheading, mak¬ 
ing the rounds once a week 
with a basket and scissors, 
srdi^ing off all faded flowers 
befbiw they can form seed 
heads.

Pertiaps my faito was in ■ky- 
ing to encapsulate the toought 
in a single paratte&ph. rather 
than explaining it more fully. 
I like and admire toe people 
who advocate a world-lan¬ 
guage; they are decent and 
humane; my own father 
learned Esperanto as a young 
man. 

But their efforts, alas, 
belong to a bankrupt philoso¬ 
phy of lumianism and 
"progress” something that 
came out of the late 19to cen¬ 
tury, and rested on the naive 
belief thht tf only people oouM 
cocranunicato better they 


would behave more ratkmally 
toward each otoer. 

Actually, the most bitter 
conflicts have been fra¬ 
tricidal, between people who 
spoke the same tongues. What 
the English did to the Irish, 
what toe IVench Catholics 
and Protestants did to one an¬ 
other, vtoat the American 
North and South perpetrated 
in bloodshed these hocrors 
of history were committed fay 
people who "communicated" 
all too well. 

Hitler was toe most effec¬ 
tive communicator the Ger¬ 
man people ever had; but 
what message did he com¬ 
municate to them? Far better 
If they had spoken a dozen 
tongues. Impervious to his 
raging Teutonie oraitory. 

My California corre- 
a po ndent goes on to ask me 
if I reaDy brieve the Biblical 


"fable" toat God confounded 
the tongues of toe builders of 
the Tower of Babel — and my 
answer is that I believe it has 
a profound symbolic meaning 
if we truly understand the 
parable. 

These people w«e building 
a tower toat w-as to reach 
from earth to heaven, so toat 
they could ascend "and be 
like gods." But they were 
bidlding it with "slime and 
stone" instead of the right 
componentR. This indicates 
that their intentions were 
wrong, their motive* were im¬ 
pure, and pride and vanity 
were prodding th^n upwards. 

What this story means is 
that (xxrect teelings have to 
come firat, and only then la 
effective communi^tioa a 
good thing. If feelings are 
ted, and motives are crooked. 


than die better you com¬ 
municate. the worse you 
make things. Hie m^e people 
wha understood German, the 
more widespread and devas¬ 
tating would Hitler's rtietoric 
have been. 

I am not against a world- 
language, God fbebid. or a 
world community — which we 
eventually have to have or 
perish. But these are great 
goods only if we retrain and 
uftott our feelings at the same 
time; otherwise, they have 
the potential tor creating uni¬ 
versal evil. We cannot Ixdld a 
bridge to mankind, amy more 
than a tower, with "slime and 
stone." 

The world-language people^ 
for the most part, have ipod 
feellngi: and these are what 
need to be spread, so toat the 
Word precedes the words.

One ci Canada’s fbremost 
rtfls ahote in his younger days 
and a famous armorer. Maj^ 
Albert B, (Badgeyl Kvans 
died at tUs Victoria home 
Thursday at the age of 8S. 

A career soldier '' ho 'vent 
from h!5 native Britain to 
India as « boy bugler whfirh 
earned him the nickname 
Radf^y. the Impmal Army 
'•lane fbr a igoj'^ soldier, he 
nevertheiess spent most of his 
life in Victoria. 

He started ronn)ctitive 
shooting here 'fchen the Victo¬ 
ria rifle range '^’as at C5o\er 
Point and marksmen fired 
f)ver the "'ater fmon I>allas 
Road. 

On about 30 occasions he 
won a fdace on B.C.’s rifle 
team sent annually to Ottawa 
in prriiminary competition for 
Bisley. Er^land. Qy 1962 
only 12 Victoria aheks had 
made the King’s or Qiieen's 
Hundred—those from 1,200 to 
2.000 competitors at Bisley 
who reach the final after two 
"eeks of shooting. Evans 
reached the King's Hundred 
in 1932. 

Of all rifle shots In B.C., 
probably only two were great 
nfle ad.iusterR and he was one 
of them, Eileen I.earoyd of 
Victoria, the only vtohian 
from Canada ever to make 
the Quen's Hundred, said 
P'riday. The adjuster is alMm- 
portant in making guns dis¬ 
charge with the accuracy 
needed for competitive shoot¬ 
ing. 

"He was completely unsel¬ 
fish in helping others in com- • 
petition.” Mrs. Leamyd said.

Wilke* won $800,000 five years ago on a soccer 
bet.

French cut to six airports 


OTTAWA (CP) - Govern, 
ment regulations that forbid 
Uie use of the French Ian* 
guage for air traffic control 
anywhere in Canada except in 
certain Quebec airports were 
released Friday night- 
The regulations, to appear 
in a special edition of the Can* 
ada Gazette Monday, say that 
except in certain instance?*. 
English must be used to 
transmit or respond to ''advi- 
sory services or air traffic 
control clearances, instruc* 
tiona or procedures." 

It is the first time the man* 
datory use of English in 
almost all airports in Canada 
has been spelled out in regu. 
lations. Violation of the regu. 
lations could lead to cancella. 
tion of pilots' c«* air con* 
trollers* licences. 

The regulations allow (he 
use of French in Quebec air 
space in case of emergency. 

The regulations come as 
three judges are about to 


start investigation on whether 
French can safely be used in 
the more than six airports 
where it now is permitted lor 
visual flight control. 

And they come after use of 
>Yench in air control has be* 
come the subject of a major 
debate in Canada and resulted 
in an airline stopi^ege last 
month. 

The regulations say that 
French may be used in (Que¬ 
bec for advisory services — 
weather reports and the like 
— for aircraft using visual 
flight rules. 

The pilot need only speak 
French to signify that he 
wants a response in French. 

It also can be used at (^e* 
bee Qty. St Jeen, Sept-Iles, 
Baie<Corneau, St Hokkv and 
Val d’Or for aircraft following 
visual flight niles. Again the 
pilot need only speak French 
over his radio to get a French 
response. 

Visual flight rules apply 


generally to smaller aircraft, 
not the big passenger jet 
bners. 

The regulations leave an 
opening for other airports in 
^Obec to be declar^ bilin. 
gual, if the judge's investiga. 
tion shows that this can be 
done with safety. 

L’Association des Gens de 
I’Air, a grouping of French- 
speaking and ground eon- 
(rollers and (Hlots. is exp^ted 
to oppose the new reguiatkms 
stro^y.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
a ruling hailed as a "giant 
step forward" to safeguarc^ 
vital ocean life, the Oiviron- 
mental Protection Agency

York City* to stop dumping 
sewage sludge in the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

The order gave New York 
and 13 other dumping licence 
applicants representing more 
than 100 communities and 
oommercral waste haulers in 
New York and New Jersey 
until Dec. 31, 1381, to find ac* 


r eptable waste disposal meth- 
ods ashore. 

An EPA spokesman said the 
14 applicants had been pour¬ 
ing ah estintated 3.8 n^lion 
tons of wet sew^e sludge a 
year from seagoing barges 
into New York Bight. 

He said the bight has been a 
sewage disposal site for 44 
years and is the nation's larg¬ 
est. getting about 70 per cent 
of all U.S. sewage dumped in 
the ocean. More than half iis 
sewage — 3.3 millions tons a 


year — comes from New 
York City. 

"BPA . . . has taken a giant 
step forward in protecting the 
ocean on which Ufe on this 
planet so vitally depends." 
said Thomas Kimball, ex.ecu- 
five vice president of die 
National Wildlife Federation.

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Charges fly as gymnastic points deal proposed 


MCmREAL (AP) — Unit¬ 
ed States gymnastics officials 
charged Friday that a Rus¬ 
sian Judge and a Bulgarian 
coadi lu^ improper influ¬ 
ence to try to help their-ath¬ 
letes in ^ men's compel- 
tion. 

Gene Wettstfme. head 
trainer <rf the U.S. men’s 
team and a -former Olympic 
coach, said he was ap* 
I»oachied by the head coach 
of the Bulgarian team about a 
deal prior to the competition. 

"I went over just to say 
hello,” said Wettstone. “The 
first thing he said was ‘If ^ixhi 


will support our man in the 
floor exercise. we’U favor 
your team.' He didn't even 
say heWo first. 

The Bulgarian coach, Ez- 
Jeane Zamskov, w'as not avail¬ 
able tor comment. 

Bdcause judges are rotated 
in gymnastics,, there was a 
possibility that the Bulgarian 
competitor might be judged 
by an American officii, but 
this could not have been 
known with any certainty be¬ 
fore the competition began. 

Both Wettstone and I^ank 
Bare, the executive' director 


of the U.S. Gymnastics Fedeiv 
accused Soviet bead 
judge Boris ChakhUn of trying 
to get scores changed during 
the finals of the team compe¬ 
tition Tuesday ntgbt. The in¬ 
cidents came as Russia bat¬ 
tled Japan for the men's 
championshfo. 

Cltakhlin was heed judge at 
the horizontal bar. One of the 
Japanese gymnasts received 
two 9.98, a 9.8’ and a 9.7 from 
the four judges. Under the 
rules, the high and low scores 
were thrown out and the other 
two were averaged, which 


would give the gymnast a 9.89 
In this case. 

ChakhUn. under the rules of 
gymnastics Judging, would 
not be not allowed to inters 
vene unless be felt there was 
a signihcant discrepancy in 
one of the toores. Tt» Ameri¬ 
cans said they felt no major 
discrepancy existed. ^t 
ChakhUn called a conference 
and tried to get the East Ger¬ 
man judge to lower his score 
from ^9 to 9.8. The result 
would have been that the 
gymnast would have received 
a 9.8 Instead of a 9.8S. 


"We salt bdiind him Chakh¬ 
Un and wrote down aU the 
scores because we were cotk 
cemed,” said Bare. “We all 
hollered and the Japanese 
judge protested when Cbakh- 
tin c^kd a conference, and 
the score was not changed." 

said the same thing 
occurred when the first Soviet 
gymnast reached die horizon¬ 
tal bar. ChakhUn caUed a con 
ference and tried to persuade 
a French judge to make his 
score higher, whidi would 
have moved the Russian from 
9.6 to 9.65. But again the score 
was not changed due to 


protests from the Americans 
watching and the Japanese 
judge. 

The changes may not look a 
lot but the Jai>an^ won by 
o^y four-tenths of a point, jt 
could have gone either way. 

Bare also said thkt Valery 
Nagy, the Hungarian head of 
the International Gymnastics 
Federation’s technical con>- 
mittee, Improperly tried to 
change the Judges In the wo¬ 
men’s floor exercise, an ap- 
paroit move to hurt Roman¬ 
ian star Nadia Comaneci’s 
chances in that event. 


"She reidaced French and 
Spanish Judges with women 
frcsn East Germany and Rus¬ 
sian whhCNft telMng anyone," 
he said. Hiat would have left 
three pro-Ruasla judges and 
one from the West in the floor 
exercise. Bare protested and 
Miss Nagy's action was 
blodced. 

“Everybody makes a deal 
but the U.S. and Japan,*' said 
Wettstcme. “Who the heU are 
we going to make a deal 
,with? There are two judges 
from the XLS., two from Cana¬ 


da end you khow where the 
other 48 are from," he taU 
rsferring to Europe and East¬ 
ern Europe.” ' 

There is no code ot ethics 
for Judges at the Olympics. 
They are selected and paid by 
their own national federations 
and they are asslghed by the 
international federation’s 
technicai committee. The 
men's committee is chaired 
by Alexandre Lyio of Czechos¬ 
lovakia and includes 
members from Russia, Eajri 
Germany, Hungary. Spain 
and Finland.

Change is a way of life for 
moat people in ParksvUIe- 
Qualicum. The area is grow> 
ing so quickly (hat a winter 
down south is Plough to make 
one I stranger when he re^ 
turns. 

It is unlikely that anyone 
livifif in the area now has a 
stronger claim to knowing 
what things were like in the 
old days than George Tran- 
field, a spry 86-year-oId who 
has spent most of his life in 
the area, and r>ow 'lives just 
outside Parksville. 

Tranfield was bom near 
Nanaimo In 1891. His father 
rived in the area about 1873 
and surveyed the old Albemi 
Highway, which ran between 
Nanaimo and Port Albemi. 

At the age of 10, young 
George was told by his father 
to “get out cm the beach and 
get eome of those mink and 
coons, kid, because you need 
some new pants and a coat 
for the winter.” 

A trapper and hunter ever 
since that time, Trai^Id 
has developed a great appre> 
ciadOT for the outdoors, and 
as president of the Arrow> 
smith Natural History Society 
still takes part in many na¬ 
ture walks. 

Hr came back to settle in 
fhe Parksville area after he 
returned from the First war, 
and the hospital (a leg was 
shattered in the warl. He 
worked for the forest service 
fbr about 16 years, and then 
as a falier at Camp One in 
Port Albemi. 

Hunting and traj^ing in this 
area are virtually extinct 
now, but Tranfield belonged 
to an age when many still 
made their living in this way. 

He is one of a handful of 
men (Indian or white) alive 
today who remember the old 
Chinocrtc language. 

It Is not a difficult language 
to learn ^ it had cmly 250 
words — and was the tongue 
erf the fUr-trading world. Orig- 
inaSy begun ta a “universar' 
language among Indians on 
the Lower Mainland and east¬ 
ern Vancouver Island, the lan¬ 
guage has no words tor most 
animals and birds, bul bor¬ 
rowed these terms from the 
Salish language. 

Tranfield remembers the 
many Indian bands that lived 
in this area because he traded 
with them. The Pintlatch 
band lived at the mouth and 
low^ reaches erf the English¬ 
man River, and other bartds. 
such as the Nanoose,' Little 
Qualicum and Big <)ualicum 
lived near the peographic 
features that now bear those 
names. 

Moat of the Indians who in¬ 
habit the area are gone, al¬ 
though the Big Qualicum and 
Nanoose bands are still active 
today. 

They were pushed out. says 
Tranfield, mainly by pre¬ 
emptions ol property which 
early settlers made. Those 
early settlers may have been 
newcomers then, but today

their name.s are well-known 
place and street titles in the 
area. 

John Hirst was one of the 
first settlers in the area, and 
pre-empted what now is Dis¬ 
trict Lot 1. at the mouth of 
the Englishman River. 

Swayne road in Errington 
was named after an old ac¬ 
quaintance of Tranfield’s. and 
he recalls the Parkes after 
whom Parksville was named. 


Joe McCarter, whose name 
lives on as a street in Parks- 
vilie. ran the half-w«y house 
for the stagecoach on the Al¬ 
bemi Highway. 

Tranfield now owns the 
property wi which the road¬ 
house used to stand, and on it 
he has erected a house made 
mostly of wood taken oN the 
property, a project he began 
after “retiring.” 

Except for the eastern 


maple flooring and some of 
the moulding, the lumber is 
all local, and the timbers in 
the ceiliftg still bear the 
marks at Tranfield’s broad- 
a.\e. Unlike many to g dw e ll - 
ings, the Tranfirid l^me is 
large and airy and well- 
finished inside. 

As a committed conserva¬ 
tionist, Tranfield is saddened 
by the quickly-disappearing 
animals, birds and even in¬ 
sects. 


At one time a pair of hunt¬ 
ers took 100 deer within <me 
week from Little Mountain, at 
whose toot Tranfield's proper¬ 
ty rests. Now he says deer 
are infrequent visitors, even 
though the cleared portion of 
bis |>roperty contains ex¬ 
cellent forage. 

He tried to save what he 
thinks were the largest trees 
on Vancouver Island, but a 
nasty logging superintendent 


prevented success in this en¬ 
deavor. 

“They were on the south 
fork of the Englishman River. 
One was about 45 feet in cir¬ 
cumference and 15 feel 
through at the base. It was 
100 feet to the first limb, and 
300 feet to the top erf the tree. 

“They were survivors of the 
big forest fire that whipped 
across southern Vancouver Is¬ 
land about 800 years ago. and 
many of them must have been 
about 1,600 years old.” 

“Just think what kind of an 
attraction those trees would 
be today.” 

Tranfield visited the logging 
camp in the area to try to 
save the trees, but ati be got 
was a terse “we’re here to cut 
trees down, not to save 
them." toom the superin¬ 
tendent. 

Tranfield leaned across the 
counter to press his p(rfnt, and 
says he almost threw a punch 
at the man in his anger. 

Out of spite, the suf>erin- 
tendent then ordered the trees 
felled. 

“The tree* are still there, 
on the ground.” says Tran- 
ficld. “They were too big to 
move out of the woods.” 

Ha%ing seen what has hai> 
pened to this area over his 
lifetime. Tranfield is commit¬ 
ted to preserving land else¬ 
where. wherever pobsiblc. 

At the moment, the Arrow- 
smith Natural History Society 
Is trying to get several lakes 
and scenic areas in the OKNjn- 
tains of Vancouver I^nd set 
aside as a nature reserve. 

Perhaps those areas, with 
George Tranfield's help, will 
locrft no different in TO years 
than they do today.

out. at the pt'eseni time, by 
any official agency.” 

The chief of Environment 
Canada's water and land 
quality group.

prevent an investigation of 
the harbor during this fiscal 
year. 

Aid. Mary Davie, who heads 
the council health committee, 
said; “I think this is ridicu- 
lous.”

Doman In¬ 
dustries apf>ealed to council 
July 7 to allow the company 
to dump the refuse bark and 
chip in a ravine on a 14.5-acre 
parcel of municipal land. 

Council approved the proj- 
qct in principle subject to 
B£. n^lilKon Control Board 
regulations, adding that it 
wTxild improve the site. If the 
refuse was dumpeed properly. 

Mayor Gerry Smith told 
Mrs. Meagher this week that 
the approval would not ket a 
new precedent, because It was

have deepened and strength¬ 
ened our sympathies. 

But if we are not very care¬ 
ful as we take this approach 
we can slip into a dreadful 
moral snobbery. We do tend 
to become rather patronizing 
toward those for whom our 
sympathy leads us to make 
allowances. 

Our ways of making allow¬ 
ances for others often en¬ 
hance our self-esteem. We 
take great pride in tossing off 
a few of the currently fashirai- 
aUe platitudes of popular 
psyohoiogy and sociolo^ to 
ej^ain the aberrations in 
b^viors of others — and we 
then can congratulate our¬ 
selves on our insight and sen¬ 
sitivity and compassion. 

The basic weakness of this 
general approach is that too 
often it looks only in. one di¬ 
rection -- backwanls. It is in¬ 
structive to compare it with 
the approach of Jesus. The 
Gospels show toat He was not 
much interested in anyone’s 
past. His making-of-allo- 
wances for others was pri¬ 
marily forward - looking: He 
always saw persons in terms 
of their possibilities. 

This, of course, is not a 
very sensible approach. There 
is an element of foolhardiness 
in It. It is a very risky way of 
dealing with people. It leaves 
you open to being conned. 

But that was Jesus* way in 
dealing with people. He took 
tome quite silly risks. He 
gambled on persons — He 
sometimes lost 
Hts best knowTi lo.ss was 
with Judas Iscariot: He la¬ 
mented Judas's betrayal of 
Him, but there Is no evidence 
that He regretted having 
taken a chance on Judas. 

But we modern followers of 
Jesus are <rften inclined to do 
it the other way. We are often 


reluctant to tak4 a chance on 
a person whose past, as we 
know about it. is not g<^. We 
are unqasy about risking our 
precious ingrown respect¬ 
ability by taking the risk of 
giving such a person our ac¬ 
ceptance. 

But how many of us have 
lived lives of such constant 
decency and goodness, that 
we would care to be judged as 
persons simply in terms of 
our past?

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Firemen win contract dispute with city

It was while he was aboard 
the good ship Glory Be that 
arbitrator John Davie made 
his decision. 

And when the decision was 
announced Victoria fire¬ 
fighters echoed the words: 
■•Glory Be." 

Davie, arbitrating a con¬ 
tract dispute between Victoria 
firefighters and the city of 
Victoria, came to the conclu¬ 
sion that the firemen should 
he granted their cUitn tn 
wage parity with Vancouver 
firefighters. 


After all, Davie argued as 
he granted a compensation 
clause also sought by the 
uniOT. ‘‘the dangers within a 
burning building in Victwia 
are no different than those 
within a burning building in 
Vancouver." 

Davie handed down his de¬ 
cision in Saanich Friday, 
reading from a document 
dated July 20 "on the MV 
Glory Be at Cowichan Bay." 

Davie said he made his de¬ 
cision because of a general 
provincial trend towards 
pari^ for all firefigijters. 

If the award e?^adeds Anti' 


Inflation Board guidelines 
then it would be up to the 
board to rule on whether 
there is a "historical rele- 
tiemshf)" between the two 
cities' firefighters depart¬ 
ments, Davie said. 

At present a first-class fire¬ 
fighter in Victoria is paid 
$1,290 a month, while his Van- 
c o u V e r counterpart gets 
$1,323. 

Under the aw'ard Victoria 
firefighters wdl be paid the 
$1,323, retroaotive to Jan^ 1, 
plus any additional award 
granted to Vancouver fire- 


Teachers hired 
again ag drivers

Vancouver Island Coach 
Lines is again hiring school 
teachers as tour bus drivew 
for the summer. 

Last year the Victoria 
Labor Council strongly 
protested the policy (rf hiring 
vacationing teachers to steer 
tourists around the city while 
many competent drivers re¬ 
mained out of work. 

t.abor Council spokesman 
Ijirry Ryan said Friday the 
council’s attitude has not 
changed. 

“We told them last year 
that any summer bus drivers 
hired should be hired via Can¬ 
ada Man|)ower." Ryan said. 
“We still feel that way simply 
because that is the way to 
find woiHc for the people moat 
obviously in need." 

Ryan said that last summer 
Coach Lines officials attempt¬ 
ed to rationaIi/.e their policy 
by claiming that school teach¬ 
ers were hired for their driv¬ 


ing skills and their knowledge 
of the community. 

This year Municipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Cui^s is ad¬ 
vancing the same argument 
in defending the practice of 
hiring salaried but vacation¬ 
ing teachers. 

In a letter to a Saanich Pen¬ 
insula housewife who com¬ 
plained about the summer hir¬ 
ing practice. Curtis wrote: ‘I 
have had this matter invest¬ 
igated and have been advised 
that Vancouver Island Coach 
Lines has a peak summer de¬ 
mand for afiproxlmately two 
and one half summer months 
of each year. Experience has 
shown that the school teacher 
opposed the university 

student) can be of better a.s- 
sistance during this very 
short iieriod. 

"The fioliey docs not ex¬ 
clude university students and 
this type of appJlcant has 
been employed in the past. 
They have found, however, 
that the bulk of eligible uni¬ 
versity students will already 


have found seasonal employ¬ 
ment in the light that they 
become available in the latter 
fiart of April and are not pre¬ 
pared to wait until mid-June 
in order to gain seasonal em¬ 
ployment of this nature. By 
contrast,-Jbe teacher is pre¬ 
pared to accept this short 
term situation." 

Curtis went on to say that 
the teachers were hired on a 
"last on. first off” basis "in 
recognition of the need to ex¬ 
tend 8ea.sonal employment to 
those eligible and to the 
fullest possible e?ctent." 

I^ast summer Coach Lines 
had nine vacationing teachers 
driving summer lour buses. 
This year the same number 
have been hired. Coach Lines 
has 125 bus drivers on staff. 

The practice of hiring 
teachers as bus drivers for 
the summer started, Coach 
Lines officials claim, in 1973 
when the bus line <ouldn*t 
find other drivers to help with 
the tourist boom. 


Tots in. Crystal Pool 


Tindall takes plunge 
to back free swimming

A move to allow free swim¬ 
ming for children in Victoria’s 
Crystal Pool gathered mo¬ 
mentum Friday with another 
alderman favoring the idea. 

Aid. William Tindall. In 
fact, went cme step further by 
calling for the elimination d 
admission charges not only to 
youngsters but also the elder¬ 
ly- 

"I'm sure senior citizens 
would be happy to take ad¬ 
vantage of such a facility." 
Tindall said, adding that 
many of them couldn’t afford 
the $1 admission for adults. 

Thursday aldermen Robert 
FlHs and Helen Beirnes said 
they would .spearhead a move 
to make the pool available to 
c'hildren free of charge. Chil¬ 
dren now pay 50 rents: Stu¬ 
dents 14 to 18 years of age 
pay 75 cent.s. 

Meanwhile. Aid. William 
Noel <tf Saanich said he would 
like to see his municipality 
follow suit if the city does 
away with children’s swim¬ 
ming fees. 


The KlHs and^Betmes state¬ 
ments Thursday came si>onta- 
neously after city council’s fi¬ 
nance committee questioned 
decline in use of the Crystal 
Pool and other recreaticmal 
facilities. 

The committee fired a 
number of broadsides at Aid. 
Ronald McKenzie who has 
been in favor of raising fees 
paid by amateur sports orga¬ 
nizations for use of the city’s 
recreation facilities. ' 

The result of this policy has 
been a mass exodus of the 
clubs to other municipalities 
where, according to Ellis, 
“they aren’t being hassled 
and ripped off.” 

A similar decline In group 
attendance has been .noted in 
use of the Crystal Pool. 
Soiin*es said at times no more 
than 20 to 25 persons are in 
the i)ool while swimming 
pools in Saanich, Oak Bay 
and Oolwood-tAngtdrd are 
crowded. 

McKen/if has been Inatruct- 
ed to prepare a report for 


council on the reasons for and 
extent of the decline in use of 
the city’s recreation facilities. 

Victoria’s budget figures 
.show' that it wtiuld coat the 
average taxpayer less than $2 
a year to absorb the loss of 
revenue that would result 
from elimination of swim 
fees. 

'The $2 figure would apply to 
a property owner wrho paid 
gross taxes of $500 this year. 

By increasing property 
taxes by that amount, the 
pool could be available to the 
public at no admission. If 
swim clubs, and other ama¬ 
teur groups also had free use 
of the pool, the cost, to the 
average homeowner would be 
about $2.36. 

Thet'e would he an increase 
in cost because more life¬ 
guards would have to be hired 
to oversee the larger cjrowds 
that might be expected if 
there were no admission 
charge, but that increR.se 
would be offset by a decrease 
in the cost of artministeiing 
the fees.

"If thart amount is outsjde 
the Anti-Inflation Board gui¬ 
delines a deci.sion will have to 
be made in terms of how the 
law is applied." 

He refused to enlarge on the 
statement. 

Davie said the ups and 
downs of the Vancouver-Vic- 
toria wage rates showed that 
in 1964 Victoria had the 
highest paid fire department 
in the province. 

By 1^72, however. Victoria’s 
first class firefighter rale was 
$49 ■ month behind the Van¬ 
couver rate. 

By 1974 VicUxda had moved 
to a poeition just $2 a month 
behind Vancouver, but last 
year an arbitrator's decision 
increased the disparity to $33 
a month, making Victoria 20th 
out of the 35 paid fire depart¬ 
ments in the province. 

The city, Davie said, had 
taken a position that Victoiia" 
firefighters should be paid 
less because of the cxcell^ce 
of its sick leave jrfan. 

"It is my view that the Vic¬ 
toria firefighter should not be 
penalized for the excellence of 
ihe ci^’s sick leave and other 
l)enefiil plans by being paid 
.some lesser wage to offset 
that excellence- 
"If it was otherwise It 
would amount to giving with 
one hand and taking back 
with the other." 

Giving the firefighters the 
compensation coverage they 
had requested. Davie said: 
"In my view tJw taxpayers he 
{>rotocts owe this to him and 
his family." 

He referred to evince he 
had received on the hazards 
of firefighting. 

Statistics .showed that in the 
United States firefighting was 
the most hazardous of all vo 
catlcxu with a death ra^ 15 
per cent greater than that of 
the next most dangerous oc¬ 
cupations, mining and quqjjy- 
ing. 

The city. Davie said, had 
argued that firefighting in 
Victoria was less hazardous 
than in other parts of B.C, 
and had pointed nut tluil there 
had been only two fatalities in 
Victoria in 27 years and a 
minima] number of Workers 
Compensation claims. 

"I am not persuaded by the 
city's arttument," Davie said. 

"A collapsing wail, floor or 
tT>of couW alter the existing 
statistics drastically.

Present practice to to have 
two indust^ (Irst-aid men on 
shift, and any reduetkm in 
that number would Impair the 
effioiency of the fir^ighting 
force. 

He ruled that the eight men 
now employed should have an 
increase, and departed from 
the Vancouver contract on the 
point. 

Vancouver first-aid men are 


comi>ensated in extra time 
off, but such a practice in Vic¬ 
toria would "compound the 
manpower shextage which 
cleoriy exists in the Victoria 
force," Davie said. 

He recommended that the 
present $25 a month flat rate 
be increased to between $38 
and $78 a month, depending 
upon qualifications. He also 
recommended that next 


year's contract should bring 
the figure in line with indus¬ 
trial payments to first-aid at^ 
tendants. 

Cameron said he was par¬ 
ticularly pleased with the 
compensation clauses which 
he said would provide an “ad¬ 
equate" annuity for the fami¬ 
ly of a fireman who was ei¬ 
ther killed or totally disabled 
on the job.

Thomas, 14. of East Saanich, 
and Ena James, 14, of the 


Paquachin reserve, went out 
at 1 a.m. Friday and collected 
two large containers of crab 
before heading back to Saan¬ 
ich Spit for arrival about 7:45 
a.m. 

Jimmy, paddling a small 
boat borrowed from Dick 
Harry of East Saanich, let off 
his fellow fishermen and their 
catch and then decided to go 
around the spit into Saanich- 
ton Bay so he could return the 
boat. 

At the tip of the spit, be hit 
A strong tidal current which 
began to push the boat to¬ 
wards James liiland. He pan¬ 
icked and jumped into the 
water. He was only 10 feet 
from shore but was wearing 
heavy clothing and thick nitv 
ber luieebuuis.

Hollywood coold never quite 
figun Barbara Parkins. She 
wai ambitious and uqiredic- 
table. Sha talked back to studio 
execuUvas and posed nude for s 
Playboy spread before It was 
fashionable for actresses to do 
' so. Her love life kept the 
ootumnists wriUng such names 
at Ryan O'Neal, Adam Batman 
West. Bobby Rydell, Robert 
Evans, Eddie Fisher, John 
PhUip Law and Omar Sharif. 

Some observen thought It 
suicidal when the abandoned 
Hoilywood for a London flat. 
Back here for a visit earlier 
this year, she explained why 
the left:

But then he couldn't believe 
his eyes when he saw a plea¬ 
sant 29-year-okl become a TV 
star simply by sitting in a chair 
and reciting homely verses at 
the camera In a country ac¬ 
cent.

Solomon thinks Miss Ayres 
talents are not as local as he 
considered they might be at 
first since ordm keep coming 
in from all Over the com¬ 
monwealth. 

So he went to Los Angeles 
last month to see if America 
will be interested in the girl 
who wrote: “I am a bunny rab¬ 
bit, Sitting in me hutch, I like 
to sit up this end, I don't care 
for that end much. I'm glad 
tomorrow's Thursday, 'Cause 
with a bit of luck. As far as I 
remember. That's the day they 
pass the buck.” 

"It was my wife," said 
Solomon, who is producer of 
one of the West End's kit 
Aows, "Ipi-Tombi.” a South 
African native revue. 

"She said there's a girl who 
recites poems on TV that you 
ought to sign up. I said you 
must be joUng. 

"But I looked in on the 
program of new acts. Oppor¬ 
tunity Knocks, and this nice, 
plain country girl won out over 
ail the singm. dancers, magi¬ 
cians, ventriloquists. 1 said to 
myself, don't fight city hall. 
This gtrl has got something. 

"Now she is not only a hit 
on TV, not only the writer of a 


best-selling book, not only 
recording her first poetry LP, 
but I've signed her to headline 
a variety concert at Norwich. 

"I mean in the middle of the 
rock and roll and all the other 
entertainment there will be our 
Miss Ayres reciting her little 
poems. Amazing.” 

When Solomon says 
something’ is amazing he knows 
whereof he speaks. He has been 
known, when a hotel has denied 
he has booked accommodation, 
to strip off his clothes in the 
lobby and announce he is sleep¬ 
ing on the nice soft rug In front 
of the reception desk. He has 
twice found this quickly 
produces a room. 

Miss Ayres uys her poetic 
inspiration comes from all the 
things familiar to her. 

She was always Imaginative 
but It turned Into rl^me in 
Singapore where she was serv¬ 
ing with the Women’s Royal 
Air Force Corps. When she 
returned to England she found 
one of her poems quoted on a 
local radio station and it all 
ballooned from there. 

"I like to write about things I 
know,” she said with the bright 
smile that is her chief asset 
next to her doggerel. “1 mean 
everyday things. People seem 
to like me to recite about the 
everyday affairs of life. They 
Mentlfy with them and I sup¬ 
pose Uiat's why they’re pop¬ 
ular." 

Hence Miss Ayres' ode to 
Britain’s rampant iaflation: 
"Slfaig another chair leg on the 
fire, mother. Pull your orange 
box up to the blaze. Hold your 
pool old mittens out and warm 
tbem.

I admire Jack Hodgios’ wriUng in 
but I can't honestly say, afta* reading 
the book, that 1 enjoy^ them. With one exceptioii. 
too much general fn^atini and atmosphere of impending 
doom in them for that. Yet Hodgins writes with a sure and 
penetrating touch; be ctnnpels us to believe in his distraught 
people, and it's probably a measure of his talent and skill 
that they manage to affect W' as much as they do. 

Spit Delaney’s Island is Vancouver Island, where Jack 
Hodgins was bom and where he lives and works today, as an 
English teacher in Nanaimo. Sixne of the stories In UUs col¬ 
lection have already appeared elsewbere. and one of them. 
**After the Season.” won the President's Medal from the 
Univmity of Western Ontario fw the best Canadian short 
story of 1973, but Spit Delano's Island is his first book. I'd 
recommend reading it in one or two sittings at Hrst. 
Hodgins’ stories have a way of sticking hi one's mind and you 
may find, if you read them one at a time instead, that you’ve 
learned rather more about the distress of isoiation than you 
wanted to. 

Nearly all of Hodgins' major cbaractoe have to cope 
with some form of isolation, although there can be a lesser 
figure In the background demonstrating that it can be done. 
The book is framed, for example, by two stipes about Spit 
Delaney, whose world falls apart in Separating and shows 
signs of mending again in Spit Delaney's Island. 

★ ★ ★ 

Spit is a steam tocmnoUve engineer in a paper mill. Or 
was. until tbe company sold his beloved machine to the 
National Museum. He tries to escape his despair by taking 
the family on an overseas vacation and evds up biding behind 
a pyramid and plasring a tape-recording of his locomotive to 
the Egyptian d^rt. When they return home his wife leaves 
him. “lliere waui't a thing (Spit) could reach out and touch 
and be sure of,'* writes Hodgins. 

But in Spit Delaney’s Island. Spit meets a scruffy, life- 
loving poet named Phemie Porter. Phemie believes that Spit 
can “survive and go on.'* and because ber personality 
touches bis imagination, lie begins to believe it too. 

In Other People's Troubles, a lO-year-old boy learns to 
face disaster alone when his mother, who is the 
neighborhood mainstay in times trouble, collapses after 
his father’s accident. When an outsider UiteiTupts Hallle 
Crane's isolation in After tbe Season, however, both of them 
are worse off than before. And In Hiree Women of tbe 
Country. Hodgios isolates a character named Edna Starbuck 
by making the one friend who might have helped her unable, 
like doubting Thomas, to see tbe truth of anything not readily 
apparrat 

So isolation affects various people in various ways. Jack 
Hodgins shows us. and whether one learns to cope or goes un¬ 
der seems to depend on something be has a character called 
Mr. Swingter say: “Talent's all right, but you got to have 
guts as well" 

★ ★ ★ 

Without “guts,” Crystal Styan in By tbe River loses ber 
grip on reality rather than face U head-on; without “guts.** 
Bnan HalUgan in The Religion of the Country sells out to bad 
taste and matmalism in tbe same way as his mother 
becomes a nun to escape her loneliness. 

In otb^* words, Spit Ddaney's Island is full of useful ex¬ 
amples sbduld Margaret Atwo^ happen to be thinking 
bringing Survival, her study of victims in Canadian 
iiterature, up to date. Hodg^ even uses Nature as a 
monster lurking in tbe background of some of his stories, (in 
Separating, an Indian story describes a “Sea-Wolf monster 
(t^t) used to come whanging up out of the Pacific ... to 
gobble up people.*') 

Hodgins’ prose is disciplined and economical. Hli 
descriptions of B.C.*8 dramatic west coast scenery are 
models of accuracy and restraint His descriptions of people 
are often wickedly concise. (“A little stick of a woman, 
hardly taller Uiao ber porch railing, she wore a mop of white 
hair on top like an abandoned nest.*') 

Several of tbe stories in Spit Delaney's Island are close 
to fantasy, and one, At tbe Foot of tbe I^ Birdie's School, 
is like a fairy tale converted into a western movie. This 
aspect Jack Hodgins’ writing, combined with his absorp¬ 
tion in tbe theme of isolation, resembles the work of Eudora 
Welty. But Hodgins’ ability to make extraordinary 
characters to unlikely situations seem like a genuine slice of 
Canadian life is uniquely his own.

From Nightmare to Myth

, When tiM tra* Uitory ol tbe 
human tpirK cornea to be writ¬ 
ten, H wOl be ■ nga not of 
kings ind conquests but of tbe 
archetypal mytba that riiapc 
Man’s collective awareness 
and guide each Individual hi 
pattaming Us Bfe. And loom¬ 
ing largo in tbo chronicle wID 
be the nightmare visited upon a 
Ik-year-old girl one momentous 
evening In UK the dream 
which gava rite to Mary Sbel- 
ley’a now-claailc novel, 
Frankenstein 

For that tale, along with the 
host of successors it has 
spawned, is tbe closest we have 
yirt come to a definitive myth 
of modem mao in lelatian to 
hia technology. "Mary Shel¬ 
ley's ‘waking dream,’ ” as 
Martin Tropp asserts, "was 
more than tbe inapfratioa for a 
novel; it was tbe visionary mo¬ 
ment that brought together 
many converging forces, the 
meet Important ^nt on a path 
that led from one woman’s past 
to tbs future of mankind.’’ 

Last year, Radu Florescu’s 
In Search of Frankenstein 
recreated In fascinating detail 
the background of that moment 
and the events leading up to iL 
But Florescu’s book had little 
to say on the dream’s 
profounder significances. 
Tropp’s new stau^, Mary Stiel- 
ley’s Monster, complements it 
nicely, concentrating on tbe es¬ 
sence of the myth rather than 
Its incidental circumstances. 
Uke Its predecessor, it makes 
tor excdlent reading — besides 
standing as a sroithwhile con¬ 
tribution to our Insight into the 
collective mythos that shapes 
our world. 

If Mary Shelley’s nightmare 
has become the nightmare of 
onr age. It Is because she 
herself was trapped in ber own 
personal veralm of our com¬ 
mon crisis. Her dream grew 
out of a lonely, loveless 
efaUdbood, dominated by an oh 
caring father and n spiteful 
stepmother. Caught In a web of 
obsestive intellectualiaatioo, 
alienated from her deepest 
feelings and masking hersUf 
behind a coldly manipulative 
facade, Mary was congenitally 
incapable of coming to terma 
with tha depUis of her being. 

Her Inner coaOicts were ex- 
terealixed In the shapes of Vic¬ 
tor Frankenstein and his 
shambling alter ego — a 
manifestation of that repres¬ 
sed. endlessly frustrated sub- 
self his consciousnesi camot 
acknowledge as Us osm. "As a 
tyrobol of a demonic 
technology,’’ Tropp points oat, 
"the Monster never loees tbe 
pathetic quality of an aban¬ 
doned cUM that strikes out at a 
srorld it can never Join.’’ 

Underlying Mary’s dream 
srere tbe restive, reeenttul stir¬ 
rings of the abandoned child 
within herself. What enabled 
her to raise personal neurosis 
to the level of collective myth¬ 
making was ber inspired lusioa 
of It with the scientific and 
tachnologlcal revolutions 
burgeoning ironnd ber. 
Animating Frsnkenstein'F 


Monster, that "first and moat 
enduring symbol of modem 
technology,’’ was her prophetic 
Insight that "technology can 
never be any more than a 
magnified bn^e of the self.’’ 
Into our machines we project 
our repressed motives. Like 
Victor Frankenstein. W set 
out forbidden fantasies through 
our hapless creations. 

Mary Sbellcy’a own tragedy 
was that she never succeeded 
in resolving ber psycUc con¬ 
flicts by accepttig her night¬ 
mare nemosis aa a vital, if sup- 
preaaed, aspect of her self. 
Thus, though she succeeded in 
delineating the archetypal 
myth of modem technology, 
she failed to provide it srlth a 
talisfactory resolution. There 
is no recoodllaUon between 
her Frankenstein and Us crea- 
tkxi; it begs for compasslan, 
but he remnlna incapable ot 
responding. Deadlocked, roan 


and Monater can only destroy 
each other. 

Tropp seeks an escape from 
tUs Impassa In sub^uent 
developments of tbe myth, per- 
tlcularly tbe various movie 
versions. It was tha ItSl film, 
ha pointa out, that “really 
reanimated the Frankenstein 
myth tor the twentieth cen¬ 
tury;" and Boris Karloff’s 
sympathetic portrayal of tha 
Monster as a tbambling cfaild- 
thlng cursed with a deadly In¬ 
nocence, "an orphan raised to 
do evil by wicked, uncaring 
adults.” looms as its cnrrently 
definitive incaroatloo. 

But not nntU 1974 was the 
reconciliation of Monster and 
maker finally achieved. In Mel 
Brooks’ affectionate travesty. 
Young Frankenstein, Victor 
Frankenstein’s grandson, 
Frederick, after assembling an 
updated, sip-fastened version 


of Us ancestor’s Infamous 
creatioo, is struck by a belated 
inilgM: “Love is the only thing 
that can sava this poor 
creature!" Complications en¬ 
sue, Ulariously to; but in the 
end compassion triumphs. 
Frederick and Us Monster es- 
choi^ favors, each thereby 
gaining his heart’s secret 
desire; one superfluous Isbe of 
over-developed brain-tissue in 
return for one "enormous 
Bchvaiinschtuker." What more 
could Mm, or Monster, ask? 

Tropp spella out tbe hopeful 
moral: "Young Frankenstein 
portrays an end to the conflict 
between sdenoe, technology 
and society. Frederick learns 
that our technology reflects 
ourselves and our motives; If 
we replace repression, fear, ar¬ 
rogance and tbe desire for con¬ 
trol with acceptance, love, 
humility and the capacity for 
understanding, our mocUnes 
can became a well-adjusted 
part of our culture.” 

And only then will Mary Shel¬ 
ley’s Monster cease to haunt 
our lives.

Planting of the Soul

Andrew Marvell’s Green Tbooght In t 
Green Shade would Dot do for us today wtiea 
we think in “tanks.” Besides, nature makes 
many of us nervous, unless we have a svrimm- 
ing pool or a tennU court to lend It a less 
profound purpose tbsn simply being there. 
Tbe Bible says we began life in a garden, and 
some of ns hope to end it in anotber one, tbe 
Elysian Fields of heaven. In the Interval, we 
have our pachysandra, our tree-lined streets, 
our window boses, our flower pots, our 
plastic heresies. 

If you have the Genius of the Place, by 
John Dixon Hunt and Peter WlUls, at least 
vou own tha idea of the thing, and wtaat an 
idea it is, to write a social and cultural his¬ 
tory of man by approaching him through his 
garden. The subtitle of tteir book Is Tbe 
English Landscape Garden, 1620-U20, but, as 
one of their authorities says of a well- 
designed landscape, "the emotion often 
spreads far beyond the occasion." 

Tbe Genius of tbe Place is an illustrated 
anthology of Itaeories of landscape gardening, 
descriptions of famous gardens and poems 
celebrating them. For Alexander Pope, who 
had a splendid one, his garden conduct to 
"the Feast of Reason, and the Flow of Soul.” 
In hia poem The Seasons. James lliomson 
celebrates a garden as the place where "... 
all the Tumult of a guilty World/Tost by 
ungenerous Passions, Sinks away ’’ 

But, according to tbe authors, nuny a 
bone of contentioo lay buried in the garden. 
Not everyone was content to put his soul out 
to pasture. Some wanted their gardens to em¬ 
body philosophies, politics, poems—even 
puns, ^grams and satires. The early Tndor 
garden was little better than a flowered 
fortificatian of high walls and massed forma¬ 
tions of color. ’They were as stiff and un¬ 
natural as the first gothic nudes. People were 
still too close to nature to appreciate tbe 
natural. 

The garden next became an arena where 


English liberty struggled against French 
absolutism. When the Western world was 
overwhelmed by Le Notre’s “miracle" at 
Versailles, the garden began to be regarded 
as an expression of its owner’s personality. 
Ambitious landscapes—a pretty oxymoron— 
were designed to be "read" like poems: here 
one meditated; there one dallied with the 
tenderer sex; farther on, a Suitable 
melancholy, an intimation of mortality, was 
encouraged. Water was made to rain, roar, 
purl or mirror. A strategically placed ruin 
"excited an Inquiry into the former slate of 
the edlflce," bringing to mind "the fleeting 
Forms of Things, and the Decay even of this 
our Globe." The sublime, compounded of 
"awe and terror,” might be soothed by the 
picturesque, a tossed salad of "Intricacy and 
variety." Like Jean Cocteau, who said, "The 
nightingale sings badly,” men tried to im¬ 
prove on nature, to “collect and epitomize" 
its attractions. 

The serpentine became a positive obses¬ 
sion at one time, according to Hunt and Wil¬ 
lis, and a stream flowing in a straight line 
was abhorrent to tbe eyes. Like adolescents 
rejecting their uncultivated parents, some of 
the gentry would have nothing to do with rude 
nature, with its “warts and boils.” even its 
uncovered “pudenda,” as one writer put it. 

In The Genius of the Place, there are 
"herotek" gardens that suggest "the great 
and extraordinary" in nature and pastoral 
ones “abandoned to caprice.” In Thomas 
Whately’s view, the idea "should seem to be 
suggested by the scene... not sought for, not 
labored; and have the force of a metaphor, 
free from the detail of an allegory.” If al¬ 
lowed to go unchecked, the Continental pas¬ 
sion for horticultural allusion might reduce 
the garden to a recondite conundrum and 
leave no scope for the "personal reverie’’ 
that seems to have formed a part of the 
country gentleman’s exercise.

Ihli aecounte In oome measure ior tbe 
surprising success of Dr. Gregory 
Hemingway's memoir of his enigmatic, 
nuKh-apiored fatber, EmesL K Is a slight, 
rawt y ■notional, badly written, eplsodk; lOb- 
odd ptfM, yet some of Hemingway's greatest 
admirers have hailed it as a moving aomoquy 
of love, and sons being what they are, a 
little bit of hate. 

One reason, perhaps, apart from the tact 
that there's not much else around worthy of 
attention, is that the hunt goes on, even at this 
late data, that clues to tbe writer's character 
and motivation are still eagerly sought. It 
seems clear that tbe painstaking, researched 
and somehow bloodim biographies of Carlos 
Baker and A. E. Hotchner left many un¬ 
answered questions and. Indeed, that tbe 
market for Papa-lore may be inexhaustible. 


'Everything Has Echo '. 


This slim volume has a further attraetton, 
as Norman Mailer observes in a brief, 
pungent preface: “For once, you can read a 
book about Hemingway and not have to 
decide whether you like him or not." Mailer, 
in fact, may have described this memoir best 
In his summary: “... every bad thing we

have ever heard about Hemingway can Rnd 
Its echo In this book ... yet everything fine, 
noble, attractive and splendid in the man 
comes In with Its echo as well." 

Dr.' Hemingway, now a New York physi¬ 
cian and the youngest of Ernest's three sone, 
has tbe virtue, above all, of absolute, unas¬ 
suming, condor,, so that the real Impact of 
"Papa" Ilea In what are emotional menxHies 
of his father. Since Gregory was In tbe 
custody of his mother, Paidlne Pfeiffer, the 
second of Ernest’s four wives, after her 
divorce, this Is a sporadic account of visits 
with tbe writer In Sun Valley, Idaho, or at 
Bimini or, later, on the farm outside Havana. 
But always it is tbe testament of a son who 
was ready to worship the fatber. Only In his 
later years, srhen Ernest was facing insanity 
and the prospect of solclde, did he waver. ^ 


Awkward, Sincere 

''When you knew my fatber for a long time 
hr Us yoiith you could only love him and 
mahvel at Urn," he writes in his awkward, 
aincera way, "and when yoa knew him when 
1 he got older you could only be sad and Utter." 
In bis younger days, Gregory notes 
elsewhdre, "my father was not a bntly, a sick 
bore or a professlonai celebrity. The man I 
remember was kind, gentle, elemental hi Us 
vastneea, tormented beyond endurance, and 
although we always called Urn Papa Jt was 
out of lose, not liw. ' 

Such Uack-and-wUte character analyaeh 
can only add to tbe considerable Hemlagmy 
mystique and Gregory contrlbutea la It in 
many other ways. The famous, eometimea

conceited “machismo" of the father Is 
deepened when Gregory recounts how 
Ernest saved Us Ufa when he encountered 
three great sharks while spear-fishing off 
a Une-water Cuban reef. Ernest Instructed 
the 11-yearold boy to throw soraelhing at the 
sharks to distnet them, then to swim his 
way. Gregory remembers. He lifted me up on 


Us shoulders and threshed through the water 
to the dinghy.” This surely was something 
more than facade of grace under pressure, so 
evident In every Hemingway novel, though the 
Introspective son woodera If It was bravery: I 
guess almoat any maa would have wal'ed for 
a cUM" or bravado. (Tbe Incident was pet^ 
suasively fictionalised In the uneven, 
posthumous novel. Islands In the Sun. I 


Guilts, Prejudices 


Gregory, very much like his father. Is 
prone to guilts aM prejudices and can write 
of Us drunken episode of elephant slaughter 
In Africa, Us own escape from reality, or of 
that poiviant moment when his father was 
bnied in Idaho after the suicide that stunned 
the world. He writes remorsefully of his 
"relief when they lowered my father’s body 
Into the ground and I realized that he was 
really dead, that I couldn’t disappoint him, 
couldn’t hurt him any more ... I hope it's ^ 
peaceful, finally. But, oh God, I knew there 
was no peace after death. If only It were dif¬ 
ferent, because nobody ever dreamed of. or 
longed for, or experienced, leas peace than 
he." 

TUs geni^, beart-on-tbe-sleeve response 
Is what makes the book alternately moving 
and embarassing Mailer makes the canny 
observation that this simplistic, non- 
definitive format Is precisely what gives 
"Papa" Its charm and honesty. 

"He is here,” Mailer writes. "By God. he 
exists. He Is a father, good and bad by turns, 
even sensational and godawful oa different 
days of the year, and his contradictions are 
BOW hls.unity." 


And So, Pepys at End of Line . .. f'«ht into Blandness

"And thus ends all that 1 
doubt I shall ever be able to do 
with my own eyes in tbe keep¬ 
ing of my Joumall." The new 
unexpurgaM editioa of Pepys, 
in this Volume IX (a volume of 
commentary and an index 
volume are to come), has 
reached the last entry, Pepys 
signing off on May J1.1869. 

He is still only W in spite of 
the trouble with his eyes, and 
much of his career is unfulfil¬ 
led. But now he "undoes his 
eyes" every time he takes a 
pen up to fashion that 
shorthand wUch tells us about 
his pleasures licit and illicit, 
and makes us privy to the 
domestic life of a successful 
and honest administrator un¬ 
der Charles 11, a man of nor¬ 
mal pleasures, whose tailor 
has made him "a new stuff-suit 
with a shoulder-belt, according 
to the new fashion, and the 
bands of my vest and tunic 
laced with silk lace, of the 
colour of my suit ” — (“And so, 
very handsome, to church.”). 

From now on, Pepys cheer¬ 
fully complaina, his diary will 
have to be kept by his staff in 
long-hand; he will have to be 
contented (though in fact he 
never again kept a private 
diary) "to set down no more 
than is fit for them and all the 
world to know.”

He Is still at it in this volume, 
this happy extrovert, happy 
egotist, whose troubles blow 
away like petals btm a cherry 
tree. "This day yo did first 
with my hand tocar la cosa de 
our Deb in the coach.” Slipping 
his hand where it shouldn't 
have been inside Deb’s 
clothing, caused Urn trouble 
enough when his wife noticed 
what was going on. Found out, 
Pepys blows hot and cold, or 
only lukewarm. 

In the language-garbled 
entries about our Deb appears 
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much of his character. He 
wants more than to tocar her 
cosa, he dreams of having her, 
he intends to have her; under 
scalding he repents, she Is dis¬ 
missed. he will never see her 
again , but he does. He is sorry 
about getting her into trouble 
with her mistress. He tells Deb 
to remain rsspectafale — wUle 
slipping his hand again to the 
nearest interesting portion of 
her flesh and pulling Deb’s 
hand to his flesh. He promisee 
liimseH to give her money, but 
gives her only half as much as 
he first thou^t of. 

As for Mrs. Pepys, she is at 
him, she nags (sbe would have 
passed out If sbe could have 
read her husband's shorthand 


and discovered how much 
tocar this and tocar that there 
was with girb other than Deb). 
She even spies on his dreams, 
which she thinks must be about 
Deborah or about Jane the 
maidservant: "My wife mighty 
peevish In tbe morning about 
my lying unquietly at night, 
and she wilt have it that it is a 
late practice, from my evil 
thou^its In her dreams; and I 
do often find that In my dreams 
she doth lay her hand upon my 
cockerel to observe what she 
can" — surely the extreme of 
wifely Jealousy. Every most 
vivid tl^ has to be entered. 
He drinks new milk in May. 
hears "excellent music, late in 
the dark, with great pleasure." 
observes the moonlight 
reflected in the Thames, eats a 
Jole (Jowl) of salmon; he tries 
to buy a Montaigne; and Mrs. 
Pepys picks tbe lice out of his 
clolhing. 

Yet the prolonged 
youtbfuliiess or freshness of 
Pepys seems to have been 
ending — at least in these final 
two years tbe diary isn't sc 
lyrical in the old way. Fewer 
pieces of fascinated descrip- 
tioo or (ttscovery extend from 
page to page. So we may not 
nave lost so much by the 
diacontinuation cf tbe diary. I 
am left wondering whether 
Pepys, as the years went by, 
ever reread this chronicle of 
bia delights. Was it Just out of 
an Immediate excess of "go" 
that he set down, day after day, 
so much more tban was fit for 
all the world to know?

It M common (or critic* to 
label Edward Hoagland as a 
"natarallst” srriler and com¬ 
pare him to nioreau. Since he 
Is an essayist like Thoreau (a 
rarer occupation today than It 
was then), and be friM|uently 
writes about nature, par¬ 
ticularly Its srlkl creatures, 
that’s not too nrprislng. 

But It also points up the un¬ 
happy fact that Increasingly we 
are separating the two, as If 
man ahll nature are somehow 
divisive. The estreme en¬ 
vironmentalist, of course, 
would maintain that they are, 
and the separation is there 
even for Hoaglarfd. but be at 
least moves easily between the 
two and recognizes the bond 
The gulf between modem 
city and natural rural living Is 
now too great tor most of us 
to bridge, and so we don't 
even try anymore. Or as 
Hoagland observes, '“nie roads 
are full and the woods empty." 

As compensation we breed 
more and more dogs, an es¬ 
timated 40 million in the U.S. 
akne. In a futile attempt to 
sustain our links with the 
animal world. Says Hoagland: 

“The first reason people kept 
a dog was to acquire an ally on 
the hunt, a friend at night. 'Ilien 
it was to maintain an avenue to 
aninuUty, as our own nearness 
began to recede. But as we lose 
our awareness of all animals, 
dogs are becoming a bridge to 
nowhere. We can only pity 
their fate." 

The lament is not typical 
Hoagland. He's one of

the rare and lucky ones who 
succeed in keeping their sunny- 
side up; an optimist: “fn the 
city and in the country there Is 
a simple, underlying basis to 
life whliA we forget almost 
dally: that life Is g^.” 

Maybe he just feels lucky. 
There's currently a "vogue for 
death-of-nature books." as he 
puts it. and as professional 
writer Hoagland is happy to 
oblige. It enables him to spend 
approximately half the year 
at^rblng the lustiness and 
decay of New York City, and 
the rest of the time on his 
wooded acres in Vermont or 
wandering around the conti¬ 
nent In search of the elusive 
wHderness. The best of both 
worlds. 

"I know by now that I'm un¬ 
likely to find a wilderness.” 
Hoagland writes, "but In look-

trenchant observations 
the way: 

“Conservationists assume 
that a day will tome when we 
will all want to pick up the 
pieces — that If only they can 
hold onto such living entities as 
the green turtle and the right 
whale for a little while lohger, 
the consensus of civilized opi¬ 
nion will swing behind them. It 
Is a questionable assumption, 
and so the gloomier, more 
visceral individuals go instead 
on the hunch that something 
may happen whereby finally 
the saved animals will inherit 
the earth. This Isn't sensible, 
is misanthropic, and is a view 
they keep to themselves, but 
the most vivid observation to 
be made about animal 
enthusiasts — both the profes¬ 
sionals who work in the field 
and. In particular, the 
amateurs — is that they are 
split between the rosiest, well- 
adjusted sort of soujs and the 
woun^ and lame." 

On wlldemess: “Wildness is 
indifference, wikjness exists 
without any knowledge of 
whether or not tt will be 
destroyed.” 

On walking in the city; 
"Muggers are herd creatures 
like the rest of us: they too 
, have a ‘rush hour.’ So if a 
walker is Indeed an in- 
dividuaUst there is nowhere he 
can't go at dawn and not many 
places he can't go at noon. But 
just as It demeans life to live 
alongside a great river you can 
no longer swim In or drink 
from, to be crowded into the 
safer areas and hours 
lakps much of the gloss off 
walking — one sport you 
shouldh't have to reserve a 
time and a cobrt for." 

On being an essayist: “The 
essay is a vulnerable form. 
Rooted in middle-class civility, 
it presupposes not only that the 
essayist himself be 
demonstrably sane, but that his 
readers also operate upon a 
set of widely heM as.sumptions. 
Fiction can be hallucinatory If , 
It wishes, and journalism im¬ 
passive ... but essays presup¬ 
pose a certain standard of 
education in the reader, a 
world ruled by some sort of 
order . . . where people seek 
not fragmentation but a com¬ 
mon bond.” 

Which probably explains why 
there are so few essayists 
about and why we should be so 
grateful to Edward Hoagland. 
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
